JOHN BORDEN IS BRUISED. 


Chauffeur Is Arrested on Charge 
of Criminal Carelessness, 
but Is Released on 

Bond. | 


Phelps B. Hoyt, secretary-treasurer of the 
W. M. Hoyt company, wholesale grocers, and 
one of the most widely known men in west- 
ern golf circles, died at 11:50 o'clock last 
night from injuries he received in an auto- 
mobile accident in Rogers Park early in the 
evening. 

With John Borden, an intimate friend, he 
was returning from a trap shooting contest 
at the Glen View Country club when the ma- 
chine crashed at high speed into a heavily 
loaded coal wagon at Ridge and Pratt ave- 
nues, 

Both men were hurled from the car as it 
overturned. Borden fell on his hands and 
knees, but Hoyt struck on his head. His 
skull was fractured and he did not regain 
consciousness. 

He was taken to the Evanston hospital, 
where the care of five physicians failed to 
save him. He was operated on shortly after 
11 o'clock, and before 12 he died. Mre. Hoyt 
was at his bedside at the time. 

Beside the fatal injury, four other men 


were hurt in the crash.

In spite of his injuries Chauffeur Laftikau 
was arrested by the Rogers Park police for 
criminal careleseness. He was released later 
on bonds of $5,000, signed by John E. Towne, 
a friend of Mr. Borden's. It is probable that 
Lankau’s fate will not be determined until a 
coroner's jury has placed the responsibility 
for the collision. 


Machine Moving at Rapid Rate. 

The accident occurred at Ridge and Pratt 
avenues. The car, a twenty horse power 
machine, was owned by Mr. Borden. He had 
given the chauffeur directions to make what 
speed he could, and the run through Bvanston 
had been at a high rate. 

At Pratt avenue the chauffeur turned the 
car toward the east to cut across fromthe | 
Ridge avenue to Sheridan road, the ueual . 
route for automobiles on the way to the city. 
and he did so without perceptibly siackening 
his speed. 

As the headlights flashed into the cross 
street they showed the coal wagon directly 
in the middle of the road. The turn could not 
be made and Lankau endeavored in vain to 
run into the curb. 

The front wheels of the car struck the rear 
wheels of the wagon at an angle. The crash 
threw the machine on its side, the wagon was 
tipped almost over, and the horses ran away,

The letters indicate that Jones worked ina 


an accurate account of the details, The 
chauffeur placed the blame on the absence of 
lights on the wagon and the icy condition of 
the macadam pavement. 

There were no other ai ,Obiles on the 
road at the moment and the Rogere Park 
police were notified by a pedestrian who ar- 
rived in time to see Kiehi and Jahn picking 
themselves up and running to Hoyt and Bor- 
den, who still were prostrate. 

When the police arrived all but Hoyt had 
recovered consciousness. The lack of equip- 
ment of the Rogers Park police station then 
came into notice. There was neither ambu- 
lance nor patrol wagon to be had nearer than 
the Bummerdale station or Evanston. 


Taken to Evanston Hospital. 

The alarm was sent to Evanston as the 
nearer, and the suburban police hurried both 
an ambulance and a patrol wagon to the 
scene. Mr. Hoyt and Lorden were placed 
in the former and the patrol was used to 
carry Kiehl and Jahn to their homes. 

The ambulance bearing the unconscious 
form of Hoyt was hurried directly to the 
Evanston hospital. Dr. Edward H. Webster 
was in the house attending a patient and was 
called to Mr. Hoyt’s bedside. 

Later Dr. W. R. Parkes and Dr. W. A 
Phillips were called into consultation, and 
before 10 o'clock Mr. Hoyt’s family physi- 
cian, Dr. T, H. Lewis, was summoned, and 
Dr. Charles Adame of Kenilworth, who fre- 
quently was called to Mr. Hoyt’s summer 
residence in Winnetka, arrived to lend his 
assistance. 

All of them recognized the performance of 
an operation as the only hope of saving the 
injured man, and, still unconscious, he was 
placed upon the operating table. It was 
stated that his chances of recovery had been 
increased by the. surgical feat, but he had 
beem back in his room only a few minutes 
when he died. 


Member of Many Clubs. 

Phelps Buttolph Hoyt, as his name is given 
in the family records, was the son of 
William M. Hoyt* and Mrs. Emilie Lan- 
don Hoyt. He was born in Chicago, Sept. 
25, 1872, and was educated at the University 

school and the Sheffield Scientific school of 
Yale university, from which he was gred- 
uated in 1888. 

He enterec his father’s business imme- 
diately on leaving college and in 1906 was 
made secretary and treasurer of the corpora- 
tion. He aleo entered occasionally into the 
real estate business. He was &@ member of the 
University of Chicago, the Saddle ‘and Cycle, 
the Onwentsia, and the Glen View clubs. 
He held offices in nearly al) of these at differ- 
ent times. 

. He was married in 1896 to Miss Bessie Wade 
Allen. He left one child, @ daughter, named 
May Elizabeth Hoyt. . 

Mr. Hoyt was a member of the Glen View 
club from its inception and captain of the 
club team for several years. In 1901 he won 
the amateur championship of the west, de- 
feating Bruce D. Smith of Onwentsia in the 
final match at Midiothian.

PSYCHOLOGY PUT IN HARNESS 


Prof. Munsterberg Tells the Use 


of Mental Suggestion. , 


IS STRONG SOCIAL FACTOR. | 


Aids Physician, Teacher, Preacher, 
Politician, and Business Man. 


How psychology may be used in everyday 
life, with particular application to the flelds 
of law, medicine, and teaching, Was the sub- 
ject of an @idress given last night by Prof. 
Hugo Munsterberg of Harvard university be- 
fore the Commercial club at the Congress 
hotel. 

Physicians may use it, he said, in healing 
all manner of nervous and functional 
diseases; lawyers may use it in finding out 
where witnesses lie and where criminals con- 
ceal; teachers may use it in learning just how 
the individual pupil can absorb the best 
knowledge; business mem may use it in pick- 
ing out their employés; young men may use 
it in figding out what work they are best 
fitted for in life—in fact, it is destined to enter 
into practical life as no othen factor in the 
world. s 

“It is an absurd situation,”’ said Prof. 
Munsterberg, “that all we are doing in the 
psychological laboratories is going on with- 
out immediate reiation to the life around us. 
Ten years from now laboratories of applied 
psychology will be a necessity in all the uni- 
versities, 


Aid to Teachers and Doctors. 


** How can we apply it? There is a great 
waste of energy going on in the schoolrooms 
because of the lack of method applied. Ex- 
periments can show with certainty just what 
material a child can absorb and just how 
the lessons ought to be mixed. 

** We cannot complain of the lack of atten- 
tion to psychology in the medical field. Im- 
manuel church in New York and the Chris- 
tian Science movement bear witness. Every 
physician from morning to night has to deal 
with mental factors. Ignorasice only gives 
rise to the wonder of the so-called ‘faith 
cures.” We cannot deny that the clergymen, 
in working these cures, have grasped the 
right principles, but sometimes they have 
missed the great principle. 

“ There is no magic fluid—no mysterious 
power afloat. K is just a state of mind. 
Every one can suggest something to every 
one elge, It is the idea that is strong enough 
to overcome the idea in another mind that 
produces the effects wondéred at. All ideas 
lead to some activity. There is no religion 
and no itics without suggestion. Hyp- 
notism is Ufily reinforced suggestion. 


Cures Drunkards by Hypnotism.

A variety of mental diseases are re 
moved in this way. I have cured scores of 
| drunkards. It is a tool which no physician 
should be without. ‘ 

“Christian Sciemce cannot cure diseases 
of organic classe, only those arising in the 
mind. Sometimes even the pains disappear, 
remains.

cure the ills which arise from a functional 
disease, but when it gets to the disease it has 
to stop. Clergymen are not able to enter 
the rea] psychology of a case. Theonly way 
out is for every regular physician to become 
versed fully on the laws of this science. 

‘“‘As to the law, if a witness has to rely 
upon perception and memory, who else but 
a psychologist can give the right advice? 
He can say whether such a memory as the 
witness gives is possible, whether the de- 
fendant can be tapped for his hidden 


thoughts. 
Science Useful to Arvertisers. 


“ Advertisers deal with the psychology of 
the publMc mind when they put up signs 
that they know will prodtuce the desired ef- 
fect. Salesmen have to hypnotize their cus- 
tomers. Even in our pleasures and our 
socia! life we could avoid a great many bores 
if we knew how to approach and arrange 
things in the proper attitude of mind. 

‘‘ Psychology enters into the great prob- 
lems of the day, such as the prohibition 
movement.

Laborers Killed on Canal by Pre- 


mature Explosion. 


BIG SHOVELS DIG FOR BODIES

Eleven Dead Removed and Debris Prob- 


ably Covers Others. 


COLON, Dec. 12.—Forty tons of dynamite 
exploded in the Panama canal workings at 
Bas Obispo today, killing at least eleven 
men and injuring fifty. Scores of Spanish 
workmen are believed to be jburied under 
the débris and steam shovels are digging for 


their bodies. 


A passenger train had just passed the pit 
where the charge exploded, but it escaped 


damage. 


Relief trains were sent from here and for- 
ty-five of the injured were sent to Ancon 
hospital. Gangs were put to work at once to 
delve for the men who were caught under 
the tons of stones and earth and tonight are 


working by electric light. 


The men who were killed were part of the 
huge force engaged in making the Culebra 
cut, at the beginning of which is the settle- 
ment of Bas Obispo. Here was the head- 
quarters and the supply depot for the opera- 


tions in progress there.

Mention is made of extra work done 
by Jones in New York for which pay was 
forthcoming. 

The letters on their face would indicate 
that the bank officials informed the bank 
examiner of the time when they wished an 
examination of their institutions made, but & 
is explained thet some of these requests were 
made of Jones acting in his private capacity 
as bank examiner for the institutions, and 
not of Jones the state bank examiner. 

The banking act forbids the appotntment 
of any employé of a bank in the capacity of 
state examiner, and fit is the intention of 
the examination that it should be made at « 
time not expected by the banks.

. new prosecutor did not wish the matter to 
, become public, but it was learned yesterday 
| that he had ordered @ll the boy witnesses 
| against the minister brought before him for 
. examination so that he might determine 

whether or not the charges should be pre- 

sented to the December grand jury. 
' He had no information concerning the 
charges made by the choir boys beyond that 
given to the public in genera! and the case 
Was not brought to his attention officially. 
He declared it is his duty to investigate. 

Except for that statement, he refused to dis- 
cuss the subject; but it was believed that the 
position of Judge Jesse Holdom, the lay mem- 
ber of the commission of three who disagreed 
with hie two clerical associates as to the ne- 
cessity of an ecclesiastical trial for Mr. 
Kemp, had mych to do with his decision. ~- 


Reopening of Case a Surprise. 
Since the case was “closed ’’ by the offi- 
cial announcement of the Rt. Rev. Charles 
Palmerston Anderson, bishop of the Chicago 
diocese, that the Rev. Arthur W. Little of’ 
St. Mark’s church, Evanston, and the Rev. 
Simon Blinn Blunt of the Church of the Re- 
deemer had agreed that the accusations did 
not merit the consideration,of a church court, 
the assumption has been that it never would 
be reopened, 

The only circumstance that sustained in- 
terest was the ineistence of Judge Holdom 
that in fairness to the boys and the church 
officers who prosecuted the case his minority 
report should be given to the public. 

Even after Judge Holdom’s repeated decla- 
rations, Bishop Anderson declined to state 
the ground upon which the dissenting opin- 
fon was based and the matter dropped al- 
most from public view. .

Waghington, D. C., Dee. 12.—One of the 
first things agreed’ upon by the members of 
the Hepburn rules revision committee in the 
house after the committee's selection today, 
was a plan to make the fight for amendment 


. at the present session. The work was start- 


ed at once by conferences between members 
of the committee and Speaker Cannon and 
Representative Williams, former minority 
leader, as well as between the committee and 
other individuals among the element favor- 
ing revision of the rules. * 

Word was spread by a majority of the 
committee, which consists of Representa- 
tives Hepburn of Iowa, Hays of California, 
Townsend of Michigan, Cooper of Wisconsin, 
and Foster of Vermont, that the amend- 
ments to be recommended would be conserva- 
tive. A practical disapproval was announced 
on such changes as the selection of a steer- 
ing committee of the house to appoint the 
committees and the proposal ‘to have the 
committee on rules elected by the house. 


Agree to Confer with Cannon. 

The outcome of eg Dhoni conferences 
held with the speaker is said to have been 
an understanding that the entire committee 
will lay before the speaker after next Tues- 
Cay night's conference on the rules the 
emendments that may be agreed upon. 

It is understood that the committee will 
ask to be authorized to agree to compromises 
that the speaker might suggest if desirable.

bill for the use of such bonds as a basis of 
emergency circulation, this reinvestment of 
the postal savings bank fund would not only 
strengthen the local national banks by put- 
ting at their disposal more funds than ever 
at a low rate of interest, buf it also would 
better the market for local public securities. 

In thé opinion of the postmaster géneral 
it will not@equire much increase in the cler- 
ical force of the postoffice department to 
handle these savings funds. Even if it should 
require more help, the difference in the rate 
of interest paid to the depositors and that re- 
ceived from national banks would more than 
provide for the extra expense. The law as it 
is now. framed essentially is directed toward 
securing such deposits from small offices, 
There is a provision under which fourth class. 
postmastere are allowed a commission of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent on all postal savings 
deposits received by them. 

Bring Hoarded Money Into Use. 

This ought to have a tendency to enlist 
fourth class postmasters in the work of en- 
couraging such .deposits. It will be small 
but certain increase in enue for them- 
delves, and they will have a persona! inter- 
est in starting the rural hoard into the ave- 
nue of real commercial use. 

There is scarcely any doubt that after Its 
workings are fully understood the postal 
savings bank will be as popular in the rural 
district as the free delivery service now is. 
The farther one gets away from the finan- 
cial centers the more difficult it is to finda 
safe place for accumulated money. In 
thickly settled portions of the country like 
New England and the middle states there 
are plenty of banks at frequent intervals 
and the country is so settled that most of 
these banks are reasonably secure even in 
times of financial stress. 

Something like 70 per cent of the savings 
bank deposits of the United States is now 
concentrated in New York and New Eng- 
land. In the west and south there is a 
greater demand for money, the rate of inter- 
est is higher on mortgages and loans, and 
the people in the cities do not accumulate 
money in savings banks to a great extent. 


Would Total Billions in Time. 


At the same time in the west and south 
the country districts are poorly supplied with 
banks. Many farmers live too far away from 
a financial institution to do any considerable 
amount of business with it. Their children and 
farm hands accumulate money painfully and 
hide it away insecurely. Computations show 
that New England postoffices do not average 
more than fifte@m miles distance from a 
savings: bank, while in the southern states 
the distance is thirty-three miles, and in 
the far west fifty-five miles. 

According to the report of the postmaster 
general this year there were on the -first 
‘Qay of July 43,313 offices issuing domestic 
money orders. There would be that many 
small savings banks established in the coun- 
try, which would be constantly draining both 
the rural districts and the cities of funtis 
now practically out of circulation. Those 
funds would be reinvested in the same lo- 
cality and it is evident that, although each 
deposit would be small, because of the limi- 
tations upon it, the aggregate throughout the 
country would be enormous ar@ there is 
every reason to believe that inside of the 
next five years this branch of the govern- 
ment finances would be dealing, not @ith 
hundreds of thousands, but with hundreds 
of millions, and some day with total deposits 
expressed in billfons of ddéllars.

CURATOR OF FIELD MUSEUM 
COLLECTS RARE SPECIMENS. 


Dr. G. A. Dorsey Arrives in San Fran- 
cisco After a Twelve Months’ Tour of 
Africa, the Orient, and Australia. 


Dr. G. A. Dorsey, curator of the Field 
museum, arrived in San Francisco yesterday 
after a twelve months’ tour of Africa, the 
orient, and Australia. Dr. Dorsey brought 
with him as the result of his travels one of 
the most important collections of scientific 
specimens ever gathered for a museum. 

In an interview in San Francisco the cu- 
ratom explained that he began his investiga- 
tions in Egypt, uncovering two tombs of the 
fifth dynasty. After this he spent some time 
in India, where he made a study of Hindoo 
culture, and later went to Australia, devoting 
much of his time to the museume of Mel-

MORE HITTITE EXCAVATIONS 
SHED LIGHT ON CIVILIZATION. 


Prof. Garstang Gives Account of Archer- 
ological Researches and Art, Discov- 
eries Supplementing German Work. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Prof. J. Garstang’s re- 
cent excavations at Sak Ji Genzi, Asia Minor, 
add an important contribution to the prob- 
lem of the Hittites comparable with the re- 
sults obtained by the German archzologist, 
Winkler, who demonstrated that about 1500 
B. C“the Hittities were on an equal footing 
with Babylon and Egypt as the three great 
powers of the world. 

Garstang. in a course of lectures this week 
before the Royal Asiatic society, stated fur- 
ther evidence of the high artistic culture 
reached by the Hittites in their prime as 
strikingly demonstrated Py the work at Sak 


Ji Genzi. 
Explorers discovered a temple in excellent 


preservation and a series of sculptures. As 


these had not been exposed to weather the 
inscriptions and carvings were much clearer 
and more distinct than such monuments of 
Hittite art previously discovered. 

Although found in what in Hittite times 
was only a provincial city, the sculptures 
compared favorably with even the best kgyp- 
tian reliefs. The excavation was confined 
to the smallest of a series of mounds, but 
soundings were made in other mounds with 
a view to ascertaining whether they would 
repay excavation. They proved to be all 
artificial and full of historical and archseo- 
logical interest. . 


FLEET IS NEARING CEYLON. 


American Vessels Sighted by Inhabit- 
ants of British Colony-~Tea Will 
Be Given Visitors. 


Colombo, Ceylon, Dec. 13.—The United 
States Atlantic fleet, under command of Rear 
Admiral Sperry, was sighted at 7 o’clock this 
morning. The fleet left Manila on Dec. 1.

According to the original schedule 
the vessels were to have put in to Singapore, 
but this was changed and they steamed past 
that harbor without stopping on Dec. 6.

SUFFRAGE HOPE STILL LIVES 


English Women Say They Will 
Be Awarded Vote Rights. 


CRUELTY CHARGE IS MADE. 


Many Stories Contradict as to Action 
in Albert Hall

LONDON, Dec. 12.—I1 will live to fight 


Miss Chrystal MacMillan received the de- 
cision of the house of lords against the claim 
made by herself and another woman grad- 
uate of Scotch universities to the posses- 
.sion of the right to vote for the university 
members of parliament. 

The lord chancellor's judgment, in which 
the other law lords concurred, was to the 
effect that from the earliest times to the 
present day women had been under a dis- 
ability in regard to voting In parliamentary 
elections and if that legal disability was to 
be removed it must be done by an act of 
parliament. ' 

Deny Causing Any Roughness. ( - 

In the meanwhile some opponents of 
woman suffrage are coming geriously to the 
fear that the disability will be removed. As 
Lloyd George stated at an Albert hall meet- 
ing last Saturday: “ There isa majority in 
the present cabinet tn favor of woman suff- 
rage and it is well known that Arthur Bal- 
four’s sympathies lie in the same direction. 

Lady MacLaren and the other organizers 
of the meeting, who belong to the mod- 
erate @ection of the feminine suffrage move- 
ment. vehemently deny any r nsibility 
for the roughness with which the militant 
suffragettes were expelled, but other wit- 
nesses affirm that the stewards enrolled by 
Lady MacLaren and her associates on the 
committee acted with unmecessary violence 
in many cases. 

Even the particular incident of Miss Ogston 
and her dog whip is subject to utterly ir- 
reconcilable versions.

Calls Suffrage Plea Hysteria. 

The most interesting contribution so cur- 
rent literature on the question is an article 
in the London Times in which the writer

“One doesn’t meed to be against woman 
suffrage to see some of the more violent 
partisans of the cause are suffering from 
hyeteria, a kind of enthusiasm that has de- 
generated into habitual nervous excitement.

Horror Chamber.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—A document of an 
amazing character was read yesterday at the 
inquest over the bodies of the man and wom- 
an, the tragedy of whose death in a Brighton 
hotel has been the most seneationa! episode 
of the week in Engiand. The actors in the 
double tragedy were Herbert Roberts, aged 
82, and Bilsie Hitchcock, a hospita: nurse of 
23. They arrived at Brighton at the begin- 
ning of the week and Thursday morning 
were found lying dead in a room they had 
taken in the Curzon hotel. The woman was 
shot through the heart and head and the 
man through the head. Round about the 
woman's head were white and red flowers 
arranged in the shape of across. Ona black 
bordered card displayed on the mantelpiece 
so it would catch the eye of anybody enter- 
ing the room were written the words, “ To 
the memory of the best and bravest woman 
whoever was born.” 

The arrangement of the room indicated the 
couple decided to die together and the woman 
assisted the man in making preparations for 
death. The most remarkable features of 
their story were detailed in a series of docu- 
ments read at the inquest. 


Man Writes Dead Girl’s Sister. 


A letter from Roberts to Elsie Hitchcock's 
sister was as follows: 


I met your dead sister Elsie some three months 
ago and love her as no man ever could or has. 
Having left my firm of business after many years 
and being unable to obtain other employment, such 
as would make a home for meand my dear one, and 
being unable to part, we have decided to die to- 
gether. She, poor child,» makes the most terrible 
sacrifice any woman could make. In coming with 
me she comes because she knows 1 want her, be- 
cause she feels she cannot live without me, and 
to try to comfort me. In coming, believe me, she 
is the noblest and best woman ever born, worthy 
‘of any man’s love, honor, and respect, and in act- 
ing as she has now I know her to be the most 
loving woman it is possible to imagine. 

We came down here last evening and have spent 
a day of Diies together, and we die together to- 
night. Believe me, your dear Elsie is the best and 
purest woman living, and that, though the world 
may judge harshly, it is the first time she, poor 
child, ever strayed from the path of righteousness 
and truth, and this is only to make me happy. Her 
whole life has been one desire to help othera, irre- 
spective of the cost to herself 


Prayer for Forgiveness. 


Dear Elsie ta not wholly happy, but she is not 
unhappy so long as we go together. Never think 
harshiy°of her. I don’t presume to ask your for- 
giveness for myself. That can never be, but do 
your utmost to uphold Elsie’s good name and honor. 
She knows not sin and her sacrifice is for the man 
she loves. We went over to the little church at 
Rottingdean and knelt at God's altar and prayed 
fqr forgiveness, and that in his eyes he would con- 
sider that our real love made us stand as married. 
We both thought of you and prayed God to comfort 
you and all those we left behind. Please see to it 
that she is buried in the wedding ring she now 
wears. Good-by, ELSIE’S BERT.

Steinheil and the dinner became a great guc- 
cess. 

“Mythomania” Is One Result. 

As a result of the successive and contra- 
dictory inventions of the widow the word 
mythomania has been coined. The word 
is used to describe the tendency to a special 
kind of lying. Homer was one of the first 
mythomaniacs. The mythomaniac tells a 
lie, but it is spontaneous and an expression 
of interior truth. Tite lie comes from the 
abysses of subconsclous personality. The 
mythomaniac believes he is teiling the truth, 
and he ie telling in any case his truth, that 
which he/believes for the moment.

PARIS, Dec. 12.—Two occurrences in the 
theatrical world this week again catived com- 
motion in Paris.

The story of how Jules Claretie produced 
this play only after the courts compelled him 
to is well known, and it seems certain that 
a number of people agree with Claretie that 
it should never have been produced. It is 
thoroughly sordid and disgusting and there 
is not one respectable character in the play. 

Frenchmen can stand any amount of loose 
living and moral inertia on the stage in the 
form of farce. but when, as in this play, the 
author shows a section of high class French 
society, and brings in the government. the 
Legion of Honor, and the French academy 
and then seems to wish to prove that the 
whole country is rotten, Frenchmen protest. 


Piay Nearly Causes Riot. 

The first performance passed without in- 
cident, save for the hissing of one scene, but 
the second performance almost ended in a 
riot. As a matter of fact it was necessary 
*to arrest twelve persons in the audience be- 
fore the play could be finished. There was 
hissing in the first act, occasionally audible, 
but it did not stop the play. In the second 
act, however, the nolse became so loud that 
the play was stopped.

Carnegie Warned Against Preach- 
ing Abstinence to Toilers. 


PARSON SAYS HE’S TRIED IT. 


Millionaires Open to More Criticism 
than Clergymen.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The Rev. R. J. Camp- 
bell took Andrew Carnegie’s recently pub- 
lished volume of essays as the theme of one 
of hig so-called sermons in City temple this 
week, 

Carnegie, said Campbell, pointed out that 
the millionaire of today, almost without ex- 
ception, neither drank, smoked, nor gambled. 
The preacher believed that Carnegie did not 
mean that statement to be taken too liter- 
ally. 


Trouble in Lecturing Toilers. 

“If those are the only means millionaires 
have to attend to their millions,”’ said Mr. 
Campbell, “then I am entitled to be a mil- 
Honaire. If it is a general description of 
South African millionaires, then rumor has 
been unkind. 

“When Carnegie preaehes abstinence to 
the working people he had better be careful. 
I tried that once and it was hotly resented, 
not only by the persons to whom my remarks 
were applied. but by thousands of persons 
to whom they could never apply. 

“The charge was made against me that 
the hardships suffered by those people had 
never been experienced by their critic. How 
much more forcibly would that charge ap- 
ply to a millionaire than to a preacher living 
in a moderate way.

There 
is a great dethand for tifm in and about 
Johannesburg. The gold mines run for about 
sixty miles east and west of that city, and 
the managers need cars to give quick access 
to the various properties: Among the ma- 
chines used are some from England, Ger- 
many, France, and Italy, and a few from the 
United States. 

The most cominon automobile 18 a runabout 
suitable for climbing heavy hills. The roads 
are rough, but few high speed cars are used. 
The prices average something life $2,000, 
ranging from $1,500 upward. I am told that 
there are about 800 cars in and about Jo- 
hannesburg, and that something like a mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of automobiles are oper- 
ated in the city alone. There are over 200 
cars in Cape Town. 


Yankee Electrical Goods Wanted. 


Pne of the big demands here in the near fu- 
ture is to be in electrical machinery. The 
Zambesi falls, with its 35,000,000 horse power, 
is to be utilized, and the London syndicate 
formed to take the power to the Rand has 
floated enough stock to begin work. Withina 
short time there will be 600 miles of alumi- 
num cable as big as your wrist running from 
the Zambesi river to Johannesburg and all 
the gold mines will be using the power. This 
means electrical cars underground and all 
sorts of electrical attachments. Ifthe lineis 
successful the power will be sent out to the 
different parts of South Africa within the 
above radius and the electrical market will 
be enormous. At present our trade in such 
goods is increasing. There are now electric 
tramways in many of the cities of Algeria 
and Egypt, and an extensive system is about 
to be putinto Khartum. Pretoria wants elec- 
tric car lines, and it intends to lay fifteen 
miles of track in the town and its suburbs. 
In Johannesburg there is a good street car 
svstem operated by electricity, and the same 
is true of Cape Town. Nearly all the deep 
gold mfnes have electric machinery for rais- 
ing the ore, and there are electrical elevators 
in the big business buildings of Johannes- 
birg. American goods of this kind are con- 
sidered the best and our leading American 
firms have their agents on the ground look- 
ing up the trade. 


$40,000,000 for Foodstuffs. 


South Africa is generally considered an 
agricultural country. There are millions of 
acres in Rhodesia, the Transvaal, and Cape 
Colony, which will raise hogs and hominy, 
but so far the country does not begin to feed 
In 1906 more than $40,000,000 worth 
of foodstuffs were imported, and this included 
more than $1,000,000 worth of hams, about 
$3,000,000 worth of butter, and more than 
$2,000,000 worth of condensed milk. The 
most of the meat still comes from the United 
States, although our packing house products 
were greatly injured by the lying book known 
as *“‘ The Jungle,”’ and the wide publication 
which our government gave the packing 
house investigations. 

During my stay in British Central Africa 
I stopped with the manager of one of the 
mines there. As we sat at dinner one night 
a dish of Chicago canned beef, cooked in a 
stew, was brought in. Asit was served the 
‘“ Jungle ’’ was referred to and I was asked 
whether the stories in it were true. I replied 
they were not, whereupon a Britisher at the 
table answered: 

“TT don’t.know. I can see that this dish of 
canned beef is all right, but the cook tells me 
he found a man’s thumb in the one he opened 
up yesterday.” 

This man afterward said he was joking, 
and he spoke highly of American meats, say- 
ing that the men in the wilds of Africa could 
not get along without them. Everywhere I 
go, however, I mee{ with slurs on our packing 
house products, notwithstanding that the 
men who do the slurring are, the while, eat- 
ing these meats with great gusto.

These sometimes ominous missives, with 
their thick paper and double envelopes, have

eign postage, and the oldest inhabitant re- 
calls no single instance in which any ever ar- 
rived properly stamped. 


Why Wedding Gifts Sometimes Fail. 

The result is that the kaiser’s govern t, 

which needs the money, reaps a splendid har- 
vest in excess postage. Wedding invitations 
from America cost the recipient In Europe 
all the way from 10 to 40 cents apiece, and It 
is a matter of record that some bridal cou- 
ples have failed to get wedding presents as 
a@ consequence. 
_ The announcement of the German-Amer- 
ican postal treaty has caused a piquant dis- 
cussion about the “ graft ’’ enjoyed by the 
kaiser and other members of twenty-two 
reigning houses through the frée and unlim- 
ited, use of the post. They can send letters 
weighing up to 250 grams and packages up 
to 22 pounds avoirdupols. 

Although the postoffice is absolutely free 
of charge to a member of the reichst it has 
been discovered that Grand Duke Fréderick 
of Oldenburg, who visited the United States 
a couple of years ago, even sends the prod- 
ucts of his big dairy in Schleswig Holstein 
through the post, several hundred packages 
daily, and aleo is accustomed to ship to mar- 
ket for private profit huge lots of game shot 
on the grand ducal preserves. 


Might Make Nobles Pay Postage. 


It is pointed out that if the government 
really wants to increasé the national revenue 
without imposing unnecessary burdens on 
the taxpayers, a sum estimated variously at 
between $50,000 and $100,000 a year might be

NEW STEAMER LINE FORMED ° 
FOR SCANDINAVIAN TRAFFIC. 


Swedish, Norwegian, and Danish Are 
Merged—Will Bring Many Workers 
to America. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 12.—To provide more 
direct communication for fntending immi- 
grants from the Scandinavian countries to 
America a big Scandinavian steamship line 
has been organized and will begin operation 
in January of next year. 

For several montus Swedish capitalists 
have tried to organize a Swedish steamship 
company which was to be subsidized -by the 
government, but did not meet with success. 
As soon as the result of the election in the 
United States became known, interest in the 
proposed line was awakened. Several meet- 
ings of the men interested were held and it 
was found that to be a success financially 
three companies would have to be organized— 
a Swedish, Norwegian, and a Danish—work- 
ing as one line. 

Arrangements were then made to have the 
steamers of the only existing line, the Danish, 
known as the Scandinavian-American line, 
turned over to the new line, the Danish re- 
taining the liners United States and C. F 
Tietgen, the Swedish company taking Oscar 
Il. and the Norwegian Heilig Olav, each of 
these two companies building a new modern 
steamer, the Swedish company also agreeing 
to build a seventh steamer when the demand 
in traffic required it. 

As president and general manager has been 
mentioned W. R. Lundgren, a prominent 
steamship man of Gothenburg, where also the 
bead office of the new line will be established. 


Germans Christen New Battleship. 

KIEL, Dec. 12.—A German battleship, the Posen, 
of about 18,000 tons, was successfully launched 
here today.

CORBETT FRAMES | 
TRAINING ADVICE. 


Former Champion Thinks 
Many Battles Are Lost 
by Overwork, 


NATURE THE BESE GUIDE. 


Tells Story of His Preparation 
for Contest with Peter Jack- 
son; Other Gossip. 


BY JAMES J. CORBETT. 

After watching Ketchel and Papke in their 
training quarters before their fight at Frisco 
I made up my mind to say something about 
the methods of preparing for a battle of 
world’s championship importance. 

The fighter of today goes about his work 
much after the manner of a soldier training 
for battle. Instead of listening to the de- 
mand nature makes on him, he follows the 
advice of the trainer, who as a rule knows 
only how to bulld up muscle, And it takes 
something besides muscle to win fights. 

There is a certain time to get up in the 
morning; a certain time to punch the bag; a 
certainetime to take the road; and a certain 
time for everything. Whether a man feels 
right is another matter entirely. 

I am opposed to this style of getting into 
shape. The feelings of the pugilist should 
come first always, barring, of course, the 
lazy feeling. I remember well my experience 
in training camp. When I first began my 
career I observed closely the results of the 
different methods and even tried them all. 

When I trained for my first fight with 
Choynski I did as I was told. d often was 
compelled to work directly against nature. I 
would work longer than I should have been 
allowed to do, and how well I remember the 
effects of it. 


Maps Out Own Training. 

When I trained for Peter Jackson I began 
listening to myself and doing more as I 
felt. I would go on the road and, instead 
of going the limit, I would stop when I 
felt that I had just-enough. Then when 
I returned to my training quarters, instead 
of driving myself to do more than I wanted 
to, I would rest. I never was without plenty 
of good water. It is a great asset in getting 
into condition. I remember how my staff of 
trainers would kick against my drinking a 
pint or quart of pure water, straight from a 
near by ¢epring or well. They argued that 
this would put on sup@filuous flesh. 

This was not true, and I soon found it out. 
It helped to make me sweat and acted as 
a purified for the body. Perspiration would 
fairly run out through the pores and carry 
with it the impurities. 

The only absolute rule that I never broke 
was regular eating. ThisI1 think Is necessary 
to keep the body well supplied with fuel and 
steam. It is the regular meals that count 
more than anything else in storing up steam 
for the great test the night of the battle. 


Sleeping a Great Asset. 

Sleeping is another asset, Take all you 
need to keep you on edge. If you feel tired 
and not sufficiently rested in the morning 
stay in bed until you have had enough rest. 
It will not take nature long to regulate itself 
and you will find eight or nine hours enough. 

One incident I never shall forget that hap- 
pened in my training camp in Florida when 
I was preparing for Mitchell. I was pretty 
well down to a fine point, and one day, while 
engaged in a spirited game of hand ball, I 
suddenly quit as if something had happened 
to me, ard without informing my trainers 
what was wrong I left the court and. throw- 
ing a robe around me, I hastened off to bed. 
I drank all the water I felt like drinking and 
then lay down and rested. I paid no atten- 
tion to the schedule of work mapped out for 
me the rest of the day. I refused to listen 
to the advice of all present—and I hada 
corps of trainers such as no other fighter ever 
had. I informed them that 1 had had enough 
work for the day, 

Too Much Work Weakens. 

After the fight was over they were con- 
vineed that I ‘had done the right thing and 
then I explained the whole matter. Intrain- 
ing there is a point that ought to be striven 
for. If vou should happen to get by it, then 
training has a tendency to tear down instead 
of build up: In the handball! court that day 
I found that 1 was not sweating as I should. 
I had gone too far to get any gocd out of 
the work and knew it when despite the great 
exertion the game compels one to make I 
was not showing any signs of perspiration. 
After a good rest and plenty of water anda 
change in ciet I came around, fine and the 
next Cay I never had a better sweat. 

Now, my trainers thought I had gone crazy 
for stopping my daily grind with the fig‘h: 
only a few days off. But it developed that 
I knew best what I wanted, or rather nature 
knew best. Ofter a fighter loses a battle 
before he enters the ring because he over- 
does himself. It is more important, in fact, 
to know what to do before entertaing the ring 
than it is after one enters. For gespite all 
the advice of seconés and trainers. a fighter 
never observes or absorbs much instrygtion 
after a fight has once started. 


Bat Nelson and Packey. 

The Tommy Murphy-Packey McFarland 
fight left the lightweight situation about as 
it was before it took place. Few who saw 
the fight were ready to assert whether the 
Chicago boy or the eastern lad had a better 
right to a battle with Nelson. I did not see 
the encounter, but from what I read of the 
engagement and from what I know of the 
two fighters, I think McFarland has the bet- 
ter claim to recognition from the Dane. 

At one time Packey and Nelson were close 
friends and until the fight between,“ Kid ”’ 
Herman and the stockyards lad, Nelson was 
a great booster for the latter. Then Mc- 
Farland opened up on the Batler and since 
that time it has been a war of words, and 
came near being a war of mitts when the two 
clashed in a New York newspaper office, I 
know that the feeling between the two is at 
fever heat and that McFarland will never 
let up hounding the Dane until he gets a 
crack at him. Nelson, in the meantime, is 
engaged in writing books, reporting for 
newspapers, and dealing in real estate. 

The time wi!l come, however. when the 
public will demand a contest betwen the 
two. Then we will have another battle, which 
ought to rival in Importance the engage- 
ments between Joe Gans and Nelson. 


Scarcity of Good Men. 


There is a scarcity of good men in the 
world of pugilism these days. This fact has 
been brought home to me during the few 
weeks I have been on the coast more than 
ever before. 

The topnotcher in the ring sport dictates 
to the promoter. In the olden days it was 
the promoter who had the most to say, or at 
least he had an even break-in making the 
arrangements. 

Take the clubs at New Orleans, for in- 
stance. Clabbe of Milwaukee and Jimmy 
Gardner were the best men they could bag 
for an engagement down there, and because 
they made good, in part at least, and because 
there were no other fairly good men in sight, 
they were rematched. In Frisco Nelson and 
Papke are in the limelight and realiy are the 
only trump cards now ibat the Ketrhel- 
Papke engagement is history. At Los An- 
geles Jeffries was so anxious for good men 
that he signed up Kelly and Papke several 
weeks ago so as to be sure of a card worthy 
a conspicuous mention at least. 

What the country needs is more men who 
will come along and develop into first class 
fighters. But with the game closed in Chi- 
cago and doubtful in New York, the incu- 
bators of pugilism, the chances are smal! 
for a new crop to spring up at present.

TURKISH FARMS BREED WRESTLERS. 


Bulgarian Grappler Who Is Picked as a Likely Opponent for Cham- 
pion Frank Gotch Describes Training and Conditions in Land of Sul- 
tan, Where 100 Contestants Often Participate at Big Festivals. 


Rack in the village of Pashabali, in Bul- 
garia, there is a Miss Mahmout whom I 
never have seen. As I walked along your 
broad streets yesterday and saw the little 
children I said to Pierri, “It is funny to 
think that if my little girl was amofig them 
here I would not know her. Yet such is the 
case, for my little girl was born soon after I 
left and is now about 4 months old. 

I like this country with all its wonderful 
things, but shall be glad to get back to see my 
family. Pashabali isa small town containing 
about 2,000 peopie and is located about thirty- 
six miles from the city of Silistria, in the 
northeast portion of Bulgaria. Silistriais on 
the Danube river, and it takes us between 
six and seven hours to get there by wagon, as 
we have no railroad nor cars like you have 
here. 

I was born at Pashabali twenty-five years 
and six months ago, and my father, whoisa 
Mohammedan priest, is now nearly 80 years 
of age. My mother is alive and I have one 
sister and one brother.

Attribute Strength to Farm Life. 


Nearly all our people are farmers, and it 
is hard work in the open air that gives us 
our health and strength. It does not pay to 
be sick, as there are few doctors in the 
country parts and when you get sick you 
have to get well as best you can. 

We have a fertile soil and raise wheat and 
maize, our principal food being black bread 
and fruits. We also raise sheep and cattle 
and eat a fair amount of meat. The climate 
generally is dry, and we get it both hot and 
cold. 

Our farmers, like yours of this country, 
generally are strong, and it is from the coun- 
try parts that most of our wrestlers, like 
Youssouf and Ali Adali. have come. Mr Pier- 
ri tells me your champion, Frank Gotch, is a 
farmer, and also that some others of your 
famous wrestlers come from the country ¢cis- 
tricts. 

Wrestling is our native sport as baseball! 
is yours. We have no gymnasiums in our 
schools, and it is hard work on the farms 
that gives us our strength. I wasa pretty 
strong boy at 15, and took to the game be- 
cause one of the champions of our village 
told me I would make a wrestler, so I started 
in and have been at the game ever since.

Sultan Encourages the Sport. 

The sport is encouraged by the sultan of 
Turkey and when there is a big marriage or 
a festival he frequently orders a tourna- 
ment. These aré held in the bigger cities and 
as many as from 80 to 100 men take part in 
them. They are divided into classes, ac- 
cording to their weight, anc as soon as a man 
is thrown once he is out. The winners 
are then paired off until only the final win- 
ners are left. If the sultan is present he 
watches the tournament from behind a ecreen

and makes the awards. Sometimes the vic- 
tors are given money and at other times 
they get cows or horses. No admission is 
charged and the bouts are seen by thousands 
of people. 

The men are naked except that each wears 
heavy leather pants. These are thick about 
the knees to protect the wearer from 
gcratches, as many of the bouts are held on 
the bare ground or on the grass. Many of 
the holds are obtained on the pants. The 
pair I wear weighs nearly ten pounds, while 
some worn by bigger men are nearly twice 
that weight.

Flying Falls Are Counted. 


A flying fall counts if the opponent's shoul- 
der hits the ground, but should a man be 
thrown over without this happening the men 
then wrastle as you do over here until one of 
them gains a fall. Frequently a man will 
get a grip on the leg of his opponent’s pants 
and hurl him several feet. 

Of course there are many hard falls, but 
the thick leather 18 a good protection. There 
are, of course, many tricks and the clever 
man generally can beat the stronger one 
who is not up to them. We have many 
smaller tournaments in the villages and 
among the schoo! boys. 

There are many strong men in the moun- 
tainous region around the Balkan mountains, 
but it is hard to get them to leeve their 
country. 

It is the general impression that many of 
our strong men emoke cigarets and eat all 
kinds of strange food. For my part. I have 
never smoked no drank. We lead good, 
healthy lives, and sometimes when IT get in 
«ome of your smoky cities! wish I were back 
where the air is clear and pure. As I have 
traveled through your country the sight ofa 
mountain has made me feel stronger.

Wins from “Young” Youssouf. 


My first trip away from home was when I 
went to Paris and appeared in a number of 
exhibition matches there about four years 
ago. Soon after my return to Bulgaria I 
wrestled “‘ Young ’’ Youssouf, who was given 
that name, as he was considered the suc- 
cessor to the big Youssouf who visited Amer- 
ica and was drowned on his way home. 

“Young "’ Youssouf, who was just about 
my size and weight, was one of the best wres- 
tlers in ourcountry. He visited England, but 
did not come over here. My match with him 
lasted three hours and forty-five minutes be- 
fore I threw him and was the hardest battle I 
ever have had. Since then I have competed 
in several tournaments and have never been 
beaten at the catch asgcatch can style, as you 
call it. 

Six months ago Mr. Pierri came after me to 
come to America, and I like the country and 
its busy people. I have kept in constant 
training, and in the eleven weeks I have been 
here have missed working only two days.

“Well, we furnished a sensational windup 
for the meeting after several] peaceable ses- 
sions.

We had that in our sys- 
tems, and we had to get that out. I do not 
know what developments may occur. 

“It is certain the entire matter will be laid 
before District Attorney Jerome. Whether he 
will act is a question I cannot answer. We 
have positive information about the matter, 
and know beyond a doubt the name of a man 
who made the offer to Klem and Johnstone. 
Of course we are not telling the name. It 
never does good to hunt down matters of 
this sort with a brass band. 

‘John T. Brush was at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the league. He had remained away 
from the others, but when told about-what 
was coming up yesterday he was on hand. 
He didn’t have rheumatism after he got 
to the meeting room. Perhaps he had it 
knocked out of him.” 

President Dreyfuss is of the opinion that 
the scandal should be probed to the bot- 
tom, and the guilty parties punished.

MacFarland 
got the lead and finished scarcely five feet 
ahead of Rutt, who was the same distance 
ahead of Demara.

Atthe 
same time the three leaders were constantly 
on the alert to prevent their nearest rivals, 
the Walthour-Root team, from gaining the 
one short tenth of a mile that meant the ad- 
dition of another man to the list of starters 
in the deciding mile rush. 


Walthour and Demara Fall. 


There were many short sprints during the 
evening under the inspiration of a big en- 
thusiastic crowd, but all proved fruitless. as 
there was no change in the relative positions 
of the teams. During a hard sprint started 
by Moran, Walthour collided with Demara 
and both fell, but neither was injured and no 
one gained or lost in consequence. 

The race was a fast one from the opening 
day. Throughout the week almost every 
succeeding hour showed new records over 
those established by Miller and Waller in 
1899 and Elkes and MacFarland in 1900. 
The pace was too fast for several! of the teams 
and they, were forced to drop out under the 
pressure. Accidents eliminated other com- 
binations.

An interesting feature of the race was the 
weight of the men, which was taken at noon 
today, 182 hours after the start last Sunday 
night. With but three exceptions, the riders 
gained from two to seven pounds during the 
race. Rutt gained two pounds; Stol, two; 
MacFarland, seven; Hill, lost three; Demara, 
no gain; Walthour, gained six; Root, two; 
Collins, three; Mitten, lost 5; Galvin, gained 
three; Wiley, no gain; Anderson, gained four; 
Vanoni, gained two; Palmer, lost two; Dro- 
bach, gained four; Moran, two.

EFFECT OF THE ANTI-BET LAW 


Mew -York Turf Tax Shows Loss 
of $168,962.32 Revenue. 


HIT BY AGNEW-HART BILL. 


Racing Associations Drop $3,339,- 
246.30 in the Last Year. 


New York, Dee. 12.—[Special.]—Official 
figures which have been filed with the state 
controlier at Albany by John 8. Shea, super- 
visor of racing accounts, show just how the 
Agnew-Hart anti-betting law has affected 
the turf in the state of New York. 

In 1907 the 5 per cent tax on receipts of 
all racing associations operating in the state 
under the control of the Jockey club amount- 
ed to $246,429.16, or within $3,270.84 of the 
$250.000 appropriated by the legislature last 
spring for the benefit of county and town 
fairs. For the season which closed last No- 
vember the tax amounted to $77,466.84. 

If the legislature should again appropriate 
$250,000 for prizes at these fairs the amount 
needed from the state treasury would be 
$172,533.16. The difference between the tax 
item of last season and that of 1907 is $168,- 
962.32. 

This report is of unusual interest to the 
turf world, as it shows that as compared 
with 1907 there was loss in revenues to the 
different racing associations of $3,230,246. 40. 
From the estimates gathered elsewhere it is 
shown that the falling off in the valued of the 
purses competed for was $1,027,101. The tax 
for this year is the lowést since the season 
of 1897, and it probably would have been 
less had it not been for the fact that the 
Agnew-Hart law did not go into effect until 
June 12.

Athletic Treasury Noyt Has Bal- 
ance of $11,000 on Hand. 


CENSOR FOR PRESS MATTER. 


Intercollegiate Aquatic Meet to Be 
Given This Winter. 


Madison, Wis... Dec. 12.—[Special.}—With 
$11,000 on hand after the payment of ali out- 
standing debts, Wisconsin athletics are on 
a firm financial basis for the first time in sev- 
eral years. Two years ago there was no 
money on hand to carry on the winter and 
spring sports, and $1,200 was due on the new 
coaching launch purchased for the crew. 

It is commonly recognised that it requires 
“big games” to make athletics a paying 
proposition, and there is little likelihood the 
faculty will refuse to allow Wisconsin to 
continue in the race for the western cham- 
pionship by meeting Chicagoeand Minnesota 


each year. 

The faculty athletic council, the supreme 
power in Wisconsin athletics, created an- 
other sensation this week by deciding to give 
ite proceedings to the public through the 
medfum of the university press bureau in 
the feature Although the motive for this 
action was said to be merely an effort to in- 
crease the importance of the bureau, the 
students believe an attempt is being made to 
muzzle the press and keep the facts from 
them. ‘ 
Censor for Athletic News. 

Since the publication of the recent order of 
the council requiring athletes to deposit se- 
curity for athletic suits furnished them, it is 
believed the council objects to publicity and 
will give its proceedings out through the 
bureau only after the radical anti-athletic 
features have been removed. 

Although reports from Lawrence state that 
because of lack of funds, it may be unableto 
compete in the winter and spring events, Ath- 
letic Director Hutchins hag received no in- 
structions to cancel the Lawrence-Wisconsin 
basketball game at Madison next Saturday 
night. This is the only game which has been 
arranged to take place prior to the holidays, 
and Coaches Rogers and Noyes are relying 
on it to give them a line on their material. 
One date on the basketball echedule was re- 
served for Nebraska, but the Cornhuskers 
will be unable to get to Madison this winter 
and Beloit probably will be taken on instead. 


Wilce on Basketball Team.

At the New York sale tone first was given 
to the broodmare market by purchases made

for breeding trotters, but after twenty-two 
head of choice matrons had been picked up 
it was learned that the mares, no matter 
what their ultimate destination might be, 
Were first to be sent to the farm where 
Bingen and a good son of Axworthy are 
located. 

It still is claimed the mares will be sent to 
Scotland once they are in foal, but whether 
they go abroad or are kept in America their 
purchase firmed the marketa good deal, espe- 
cially as the demand is better than for five 
years. And yet, sometimes. ” notable brood- 
Mare goes cheap, as was tne case a few weeks 
@go with Ecstatic. - Besides being one of 
the best ‘bred pacers in the world she has a 
record of 2:01%, sharing with Citation the 
honors of the fastest heat in a race by a 
pacing mare. 

Ecstatic was in the New York sale and 
there were no strings on her. Several men

When the time 
comes for her to retire from the turf, Justice 
Cartwright will have a crack brood mare in 
the pacer Citation, 2:01%. Like most breed- 
ers, the Illinois jurist does not measure his 
operations in the line of producing fast trot- 
ters and pacers by the standard of profit and 
loss. 

‘I keep no track of the expenses or the In- 
come of my horse farm,” he sald to me, * nor 
have I ever done so. It is a recreation, pure 
and simple. If it yields a profit, well and 
good; if there is a loss, I never stop to think 
about it.”’ 

The death of the stallion Mazatlan, from 
rather a peculiar cause is reported, and the 
circumstances of his demise will be of inter- 
est to breeders and to horsemen who have to 
do with stallions and their management. 

Mazatlan was a fashionabiy bred horse at 
the time he was foaled, being by Electioneer 
and out of Rosemont, by Piedmont; second 
dam the great mother of trotters, Beautiful 
Bells. As he was a good individual and bred 
in lines that had produced extreme speed 
on both the male and female sides, Mazatien 
was snapped up as a colt by William Russell 
Allen, who gave him a good chance, but his 
only creditable work while at the Allen farm 
was to sire the second dam of Binvolo, a 
fine colt trotter with a 3 year old record of 
2:00%. Mazatlan then passed to Cc. W. Wil- 
liams of Galesburg, Ill., a very shrewd man 


Fin the management of stallions and a fine 


udge of pedigrees and of horses. 

Not oka ago William sold Mazatlan to an 
Iowa breeder. The horse, like many stal- 
lons, had for years been allowed no more 
liberty than could be obtained by the use of 
a small paddock, and it was decided to give 
him a real romp. On finding himself free 
the stallion began a wild race in the big 
inclosure and soon became, in effect, a crazy 
horse. On and on he ran, becoming more 
excited with every jump, until finally he 
plunged into the stout wire fence while 
going at full speed. The impact of his body 
tore down a section of the fence, and in the 
collision such injuries were inflicted on the 
horse that he died a week later. 

Horses Go Blind Temporarily. 

the incident is a new one in horse his- 
Maroms I related it to Dr. E. T. McMahon of 
Chicago, who classed the mania under which 
the horse evidently was laboring as a species 
of megrims, or hysteria, and added that when 
horses are running or trotting at full speed 
and are of an excitable nature it is no un- 
common thing for them to become tempo- 
rarily blind. Dr. McMahon said it was his 
belief that in a large number of cases thor- 
oughbred horses of high Vitality and great 
nerve force practically aré blind for at least 
a portion of every race tn which they are 
engaged. 

The condition, however, is a temporary 
one, and had Mazatlan had a short time 
longer to run before the fence episode oc- 
curred his vision would have cleared and 
there would have been no accident. That it 
requires only a short period of excitement to 
bring on the suffusion of the blood. vessels of 
the brain and the resultant affection of the 
optic nerve which procuces the temporary 
blindness was demonstrated by an accident 
under the veterinarian’s observation in which 
a horse. after running only three blocks, so 
completely was deprived of the visual func- 
tion that he dashed headlong into a passing 
train of cars. 

The lesson to horsemen in the death of 
Mazatlan is that when stallions have for a 
long time been deprived of free exercise and 
it is decided to give them a real run they 
first should be prepared for the new condi- 
tion by gradual exercise, such. as leading. 
This should be done when the stomach of the 
horse isynearly empty as with a full stomach 
the engorgement of the blood vessels of the 
brain easily és brought about. After a horse 
has had what is known as ‘ the wire edge ’’ 
taken off by exercise to the halter he may 
with safety be turned loose. 

The horse show held in Chicago last week, 
which was in every respect a great success 
and which may be regarded as a permanent 
institution, was lacking in the matter of trot- 
ting bred nags, principally because no sys- 
tematic effort to obtain entries wus made. 


Improvement Promised for 1909. 

It is pronvised, however, by the manage- 
ment of the show that another year will see 
a marked improvement. The promoters of 
the show realize that in the west, from 
which section come nearly all the live stock 
exhibits and the major portion of the attend- 
ance, there is a general interest in the trot- 
ting bred horse and his adaptability to show 
ring purpdses, as well as to racing, now so 
well established that the interests of the 
breed must be given proper recognition. Not 
only in the harness classes, but among the 
sacdlers the trotter shines. One of the best 
saddle horses at the show, Miss Ann, not 
only ts trotting bred, but as a 4 year old was 
trained at the trot and driven a mile in 2:25% 
at a Lexington matinée. Nothing at the 
Chicago show save Ike Taylor could beat 
Miss Ann, and at Philadelphia she was the 
champion saddle horse of the show. 

At former Chicago horse shows the trotter 
was neglected because the management did 
not appreciate the importance of that sort 
of horse from a gate money standpoint, which 
was the only thing considered. The stock- 
yarcs show is being run by business men of 
high caliber for business purposes and they 
appreciate the fact that more than half the 
show ring winners in this country are strictly 
trotting bred. They will not allow any fads 
to run away with their judgment.

Side Committing Fault Cannot Go Out 
on Same Deal.

Wants to Exhaust Trumps. 

The dealer's plan had been to exhaust the 
trumps, hoping to leave one in his own hand 
as a reéntry for the spade suit when estab- 
lished. It was now evident that unless the 
spades were dropped in three rounds, or the 
| seven of trumps could be mace an added re- 
entry, two diamond tricks at least must be 
made by the adversaries. 

‘It will be noted that leader played well in 
discarding a diamond at trick two. The dis- 
card of a spade at this stage would have given 
dealer an easy grand siam, 

At trick four dealer played shrewdly in 
ruffing with the jack of trumps in order to 
keep both of his small ones. 

At trick six occurred the critical play of the 
deal. By deliberately ruffing with the eight 
of trumps dealer gave pone an opportunity to 
make a trump which he might easily have 
drawn. 


Pone Should Have Refused Ruf. 


Had pone studied the play and the motives 
of the dealer as deeply as he should have 
done he would have refused the ruff and 
thereby saved atrick. Ponealso had the ad- 
vantage of knowing exactly what trumps 
were held by dealer and should have figured 
that by over-ruffing the eight he would make 
the seven a card of reéntry. 

After the sixth trick dealer was sure of 
taking the others, no matter what the op- 
ponents might play. 

Pone probably took the best chance at trick 
seven in leading the trump. Had he led a 
club, however, dealer would have ruffed 
with the queen of hearts from the dummy and 
led the five, putting his own hand in with the 
seven of hearts, in order to make the three 
remaining spades, and discard the three los- 
ing diamonds from the dummy. 


Dispute on Revoke Rule, 


D. R. S. writes: 

“While piaying a hand of bridge the fol- 
lowing happened, on which I vould like to 
have your ruling, also advice as to where I 
may find rule on same in your “ Bridge Tha: 
Wins *’: 

“North and south, north being the dummy, 
had declared a no trump. In the course of 
the hand south had tried to establish a suit 
of clubs; west, after obtaining the lead, led 
the king of clubs, which was good, the ace 
having been played. This exhausted the 
clubs of north and east. Then west led the 
queen of clubs and south plared a emali 
diamond: west then led the nine of clubs and 
south took this trick with the jack of clubs 
West at once called a revoke and insistec 
that the club played on this trick should be 
put on the trick before in place of the smaii 
diamond. South claimed, however, that he 
would stand for a penalty of only two tricks 
and would keep the trick bought by the jack 
With the right of the lead thus allowed him 
he cleaned up the balance of the tricks, with 
the result that north and south madethrese 
odd and counted one, or twelve points, which 
made them game and rubber. 

* Now, had, the jack been played on the 
queen, as it should have been, south could 
not have gotten the lead, as east and west 
had several more tricks and, of course, wes: 
would not have led the nine had not al! re- 
fused the suit on the trick before, thereby 
making him think that the nine was the 
good card.” 

The penalty for a’ revoke is three tricks 
taken from the revoking player and added 
to those of the adversaries. West could not 
have compelled south to play the jack of 
clubs on the queen after that trick had been 
turned and quitted. West was largely to 
blame for allowing the dealer to win with 
the jack of clubs, as he should have noted 
the absence of so large a card on the previous 
club tricks, 

North and south did not properly win the 
game on the deal, as no side may go out 'n 
any Geal in which it has committed a revoke. 
See law No. 88. 


Points in Seven-Up Game. 


“R. says there are seven pointsin a game 
of seven-up; B claims there areten. Which 
is correct? Is ten points the usual number 
in a game?” 

There were originally seven points tn the 
game, but In late years the practice of play- 
ing ten has become so common as nearly ‘o 
supersede the original plan. Either sevéy 
or ten points Is now correct and players 
should agree in advance as to the number 
of points to be played. 

“Kindly advise me through your query 
column how the following play should be ée- 
cided: A opens a jack pot, B, C, and D 
staying on two pairs each; A bets the limit, 
B, C, and D passing in turn. A then dis- 
covers that he could not open the pot. Cand 
D ih the meantime had thrown their hands 
into the discard, but B still retained his 
kings up.” 


Opener Must Deposit Penalty. 


When a player breaks the pot without hole- 
ing the requisite cards, to do so he must 
deposit in the pool as penalty twice the 
amount of his original ante. If no player 
came in except the one who broke the pot 
on an insufficient hand there must be a new 
deal and the penalty added to the pot. I? 
one or more players participate fn the cai! 
when such an error as the foregoing occurs 
the player holding the best hand outside of 
the delinquent player takes the pool; or {f a 
player drives the original breaker and ail 
others out, then the pool must go to him 

The laws given above are all there are 
which bear upon the point in question and 
none of them exactly covers it. In this case 
A should pay the penalty and there should 
be a new deal. B is not entitled to any ad- 
vantage over C and D owing to the fact 
that he kept his carés instéad of throwing 
them in the discard, as did C and D.

NEW YEAR'S RUN FOR CARS 


Chicago Automobile Club to Take

“The run this year is open to all,”” says 
Mr. Hay. ‘“ The Chicago Automobile club 
members are perfectly welcome and so are 
any other motorists who wish to start the 
new year by a drive over the Elgin-Aurora 
coursé.

Made Paymaster of FrenchTroops. 

The late Prof. Herbert B. Adams and Dr. 
Molander of Johns Hopkins university have 
shown that Salomon was the negotiator of 
the war subsidies obtained from France and 
Holland, which he indorsed and sold in bills 
to the merchants in America at a credii of 
two or three months “on his own persona! 
security,’ without the loss of a cent to the 
country and receiving only \% of 1 per cent, 
and that he was appointed by the French 
government paymaster general of the troops 
in America, Which trust he executed free of 
charge. 

The secret support of Charles IIT. of Spain 
is alleged to have been due partly to his ef- 
forts. He maintained from his own private 
purse Don Francisco Rendon, the secret am- 
bassador of the monarch, for neariy two 
years, or up to the time of Mr. Salomon’s 
death. 

Om the acces#ion of the Count de la Luzerne 
to the embassy from France, Mr. Salomon 
was made the banker of that government. 
A letter from Count Vergennes, minister of 
Spain, to De la Luzerne, ambassador to this 
country, states that in two years 150,000,000 
livres were disbursed in this cowntry through 
Mr. Salomon. 

But Haym Salomon wage not the only Jew 
who sacrificed yis fortune for independence, 
for we find that among the signers of the 
bills of credit for the continenta! congress in 
1776 were Benjamin Levy of Philadelphia 
and Benjamin Jacobs of New York. Samuel 


" Liyone of New York was among the signere 


of similar bills in.1779. Ysaac Moses of Phil- 
adelphia contributed $15,000 to the colonial 
treasury and Herman Levy, another Phila- 
delphian, repeatedly advanced considerable 
sums for the support of the army in the field. 

Manuel Mordecai Noah of South Carolina 
not only served in the army as officer on 
Washington's staff and likewise with Gen. 
Marion, but gave $100,000 to further the 
cause in which he was enlisted.

Among Most Unselfish Patriots. 

‘ At the outbreak of the revolutionary war 
a Mr. Gomez of New York proposed to @ 
member of the continental congress that he 
form a company of soldiers for service. The 
member of congress remonstrated with Mr. 
Gomez.on the score of age, he then being 68, 
to which Mr. Gomez replied that he “ could 
stop a bullet as well asa younger man.” 

Among the patriots of the south none 
worked more unselfishly than Mordeca! 
Sheftall, “chairman of the rebel parochial 
committee,’’ organized to regulate the in- 
ternal affairs of Savannah and composed of 
patriots, opposed to the royal government, 
and who, after active hostilities were begun 
in the south, was appointed commissary gen- 
eral to the troops of Georgia in. Ju.y, 1777. 
Soon thereafter he was also appointed com- 
missary to the continental troops; and when 
the British attacked Savannah in December, 
1778, Sheftall’s name appears not only fore- 
most among the patriot defenders of the city 
and as one who advanced considerable money 
to the cause, but as one who was placed on 
board the prison ships because of his refusa! 
to flock to the royal standard. 

In 1780. when the British authorities passed 
the disqualifying act, we find the name of 
Mordecai Sheftall near the head of the list 
with the most prominent patriot names of 
Georgia.

Washington’s Aid de Camp 

Col. Isaac Franks became aid de camp to 
Washington, holding the rank of coonel on 
his staff; and this noted Hebrew served with 
distinction throughout the war. 

Maj. ,Benjamin Nones, a native of Bor- 
deaux, France, whopyzme* wo’ America in 
1777, served on the staffs of both Lafayette 
and Washington. He entered service under 
Pulaski as a privete, and, as he writes: 
‘Fought in almost every action which took 
place im Carolina, and in the disastrous af- 
fair of Savannah shered the hardships of 
that sanguinary day.”” He became major 
of a legion of 400 men attached to Baron de 
Kalb’s command and composed in part of 
Hebrews. And when the brave De Kalb 
fell mértally wounded Maj. Nones, Capt. 
Jacob de la Motta, and Capt. Jacob de Leon 
carried their chief from the field.

Carle- 
ton’s list of twenty-nine persons sent to the 
British ministry early in 1777, “ being the 
principal persons settled in the province who 
zealously served the rebels in the winter of 
1775-76, and fled upon their leaving it.” 

Franks, who left Canada with the inten- 
tion of Jeining the American army, although 
his course in this matter resulted in heavy 
pecuniary losses in his business affairs and 
a.so alienated him from his father, because 
aid de camp to Arnold, the intrepid, zealous, 
and able soldier that he was, until jealousy, 
extravagance, and spite led him to take up 
the traitor’s role. Franks gave testimony 
to Mrs. Arnold's innocence of ail complicity 
in her husband's treason.

Acquitted with Great Honor. 

Suspicions were aroused against Franks 
on account of Arnold's treason; nevertheless, 
after a searching inquiry into his conduct, 
he was not only acquitted, but he was sent 
to Europe with important dispatches to Jay 
and Franklin, with instructions to await 
their orders. 

Philip Moses Russell, in the spring of 
1775, enlisted as a surgeon's mate under 
command of Gen. Lee. After the British oc- 
cupation of Philadelphia in September, 1777, 
he became surgeon's mate to Surgeon Nor- 
man of the Second Virginia regiment. Rus- 
sell went into winter quarters with the army 
at Valley Forge, 1777-78. Sickness forced 
him to resign in August, 1780. He received 
a letter of commendation from Gen. Wash- 
ington “for his assiduous and faithful at- 
tentions of the sick and wounded.”

The commemoration of the first battlefield. 
of the revolutionary war was made possible 
through a Jew. Upon learning that Amos 
Lawrence of Boston had pledged himseif to 
give $10,000 to complete the Bunker H!!] mon- 
ument, if any other person could be found 
to give a like amount, Judah Touro of New 
Orleans, who came to the ald of Andrew 
Jackson during the memorable defense of 
that city, immediately sent a check for the 
amount. 

In the history of the Bunker Hil! monu-. 
ment, which was published by George Wash- 
ington Warren, appears the following tribute 
to Judah Touro: ‘“ He was one of that small- 
est of all classes into which mankind can be 
divided—of men who accumulate wealth 
without ever doing a wrong, taking an ad- 
vantage, or making an enemy; who become 
rich without being avaricious; who deny 
themselves the comforts of life that they may 
acquire the means of promoting the com- 
fort and elevating the condition of their 
fellow men.”’ 

At a dinner given in Faneuil hall on June 
17, 1843, to celebrate the completion of the 
monument, the two great benefactors of the 
association were remembered by the follow- 
ing toast: 

'' Amos and Judah, venerated names; 

Patriarch and prophet presse their equa! claime, 

like generous coursers running ‘ neck and neck,’ 

Each aids the word by giving it a check 

Christian and Jew, they carry out one plan 

For though of different faiths, each is in heart,

Limited Train Great Obstructionist. 

For the passenger train—and especially the 
limited train—is one of the great obstruction- 
ist factors in railroading. Showy as the pas- 
senger service may be, still it must be kept 
to schedule, if possible. Any freight train 
must take a siding to give it right of way. 

Not only this, but these fast fliers at a mile 
& minute exact alwaye a safe Clearance from 
all opposing trains. To insure this, even on 
a double track line, the limited train demands 
about fifty miles of track ahead of it and 
behind it. Before the second class train 
passed by on the siding has pulled on to the 
main track and caught its schedule speed, 
these fifty miles of track on an’ aver- 
age will have been exacted free from trains. 
For such a train making a twenty hour run 
to ite terminal, virtually 1,000 milee of track 
must have been declared clear and idie for 
the space of a full hour. With its comple- 
men train moving in the opposite direc- 
tion, the total is 2,000 miles of track idle for 
that sixty minutes, and on account of these 
two trains only. 

In one year in the United States an ex- 
penditure of a billion and a half dollars is 
necessary to keep the railroads of the coun- 
try running. Four great sources of expendi- 
ture have been Memised by the Interstate 
commerce commission, through which these 
inconceivable millions are poured, year after 
year. They are:

Sentiment Gets Hard Jolt. 

Tt is a shock to the sentimental traveler to 
discover that the railroads of the country ex- 
pend more than four times as much every 
year on repairs and renewals for freight cars 
as they spend on the passenger equipment. 
With only $30,825,172 spent on passenger 
coaches, the expenditures for freight cars 
total $138, 141,925. 

Some of these figures for operation of 
American railroads are enormous. Fuel for 
locomotives costs $170,499,133 a year: for en- 
gineers, firemen, and roundhouse men the 
pay roll is $142,230,807. It costs more money 
for weoden ties than for steel rails, the fig- 
ures standing $38,467,183 for ties and only 
$21,962,249 for rails. Bridges and culverts 
cost annually $33,846,281, but as compared to 
raile, ties, and bridges the maintenance of 
locomotives leads all of them with $128,898,482 


yearly. Ten million dollars a year are spent ° 


for oils, tallow, waste, and incidentals for 
use on locomotives of the country, and 
$9,964,616 are spent for water for these en- 
gines. Switchmen, flagmen, and watchmen 
in the service cost $66,805,042 a year, while 
the item “ station supplies ” foots $96,710,193 
annuélly. For injuries to persons $21,086,219 
was paid out and $17,466, 864—almoet as great 
a suMm—Wwas expended for clearing wreckage

Also you 
will find that all the thought activity of the 
brain is necessary to hold you to this one 
task of concentration. Outside thoughts 
may try to intrude, but they are shut out 
instantly when you return to the imposed 
duty of “ looking "’ at the black field directly 
in front of the eyes. 

Held yourself to this task—end you will 
be asleep “ before you know it.” That one

Thinks Love of Work Keynote of Success. 
: By Edward F. Roberts. 


OME philosophic soul once remarked 
that it is only the failures of the world 
who are interesting. It sounds para- 
doxical, but the successful men are 
invariably uninteresting. Which 

statement is not as uncomplimentary as it 
appears. They are uninteresting because 
they are monotonous. The great merchant, 
banker, statesman, or professional man in 
the ultimate have the same qualities as the 
basis and reason of their success. Indomita- 
ble perseverance, courage, and fixity of pur- 
pose; all admirable, but all common to the 
men who have raised themselves above the 
heads of their fellows. 

George M, Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental National bank, might be taken as a 
typical example of the class to which he be- 
jongs; the small class who have hewn out 
prominent niches for themselves in the world 
and who have made Chicago the great city 
that it is. :

“Looks the Banker's Part.” 

Mr. Reynolds is an eminent banker, and he 
looke it. Prosperity seems to radiate from 
him,’ and his calm biue eyes and pleasant, 
good humored face bear a mute assurance 
that he is captain ofa seaworthy craft andis 
not to be dismayed by any gathering of storm 
clouds on the financial horizon. 

The science of banking, according to Mr. 
Reynolds, is “ betting on your judgment of 
human nature.’”’ All day long there comes 
and goes to and from his comfortable office a 
stream of men of all conditions and kinds 
who wish to horrow money. Business men, 
professional men, and nondescripts, all 
armed with more or less satisfactory creden- 
tials and wearing an air of ease or anxiety, 
according to their circumstances or their 
command of expression. The stability and 
reputation of the bank depend largely on the 
correct judgment of Mr. Reynolds as to the 
ability of the borrowers to repay their loans. 

“A banker must know human nature,” is 
the dictum of Mr. Reynolds. “ When a 
man comes to me for a loan I have, of course, 
before me figures and documents relating to 
his financial standing and the condition of 
his business, but I rely far more on my judg- 
ment of the man himself. Even the most 
astute of us may be deceived by plausible 
statements and our ignorance of facts which 
are concealed from us. Knowledge of men is, 
in my opinion, the most valuable asset which 
any business man can possess, and in bank- 
ing it is indispensable.”’

Expert Judge of Fellow Men. 

Perhaps it was because he received his 
early training in a little country town thet 
Mr. Reynolds is so good a judge of his fellows. 
In the intimate relations which prevail he- 
tween the inhabitants of small communities 
there is a far better opportunity for the 
acute observer ¢o understand and appreciate 
the idiosyncrasies of menkind than in a 
large city, where men and women are as 
much strangers to each other as 4¢ every 
individual spoke a language of his own. 

Panora, Ia., is the name of the village on a 
farm near which Mr. Reynolds was -born 
forty-three years ago. For generations his 
people had been pioneers and farmers, so that 
it was strange enough that the boy should 
from the first have evinced a disinclination 
for the plowshare and reaper and an ambi- 
tion towards the counting house and stool. 
Like countless other children of the farm his 
boyish ear was caught by the echo, faintly 
borne to him, of the hum of the mighty world 
of cities which lay beyond the prairies. He 
was greedy of any information about that 
other world which he could obtain, but the 
method he took to satisfy his curiosity wae 
eme of those little characteristies which <it- 


ferentiate one human being from another. 

At 12 years of age young Reynolds was a 
subscriher to a dozen of the principal news- 
Papers of the country. He read eagerly the 
daily doings of the people in the great cen- 
ters of population towards which his imag- 
ination always traveled, and where he pur- 
posed one day to travel’bodily. But early in 
life two qualities developed themselves in 
his character which were to play a great part 
in his later career. Purely English and 
Scotch by descent, he had as his heritage 
from those two great races the caution of the 
one and the patient persistence of the other. 
He meant to goto the great city, but not as an 
adventurer. Mr. Reynolds is nothing of ‘a 
gambler. He demands that he know whither 
his road leads, and he sat down in the little 
town of Panora to work and wait. 

ad * 

Entered Business Arena Early. 

His father would have wished to send him 
to college, but the boy was anxious to enter 
the arena as early as possible and he believed 


he saw his chance in a vacancy in the little : 


bank of the village. He was not 15 when he 
climbed on to his stool in the meager office, 
which was dignified by the title of bank. 
The staff was composed of himself and the 
cashier, who was also manager. Six months 
after the boy entered the bank he was mek. 
ing minor loans in the intervals of cleaning 
out the office and copying letters. 

Responsibility was thus thrust on the boy’s 
shoulders early, but he was of that level 
headed type to whom responsibility is not 
merely an education but a pleasure, To use 
a colloquial and expressive phrase, Mr. 
Reynolds isa “solid” man. He was a solid 
boy, one to whom duty meant opportunity, 
and the six years he spent in the country 
bank at Panora were used by him asa train- 
ing which should equip him for the larger 
field which he never lost sight of. 

Two years spent traveling through Ne- 
braska negotiating loans to the farmers gave 
the young man a wider experience in the deal- 
ing with men and when he was caliec to Des 
Moines as cashier to the national bank of that 
city, he quickly learned the fact that human 
nature is alike in the city orinthefied. Two 
years later he wae president of the bank and 
was reaching out with a sure hand to grasp 
the position in the great city which was his 
ambition. In 1897 his patience was rewarded 
and he came to Chicago as the cashier of the 
bank of which he is now president. 

It is rarely, indeed, that the ambition of 
a@ boy or a young man does not prove to be 
an illusion when it is realized. Mr. Reynolds 
is one of the happy few to whom their early 
ambition has not proven dust and ashes. 
Born in the country of country antecedents, 
he hed longed for the big city. His wish 
was realized and by a strange quirk of for- 
tune the realization was satisfying. 

Mr. Reynolds is of the city, citified. He 
confesses that he is content to pass his days 
amid the hives of Chicago. Mankind inter- 
ests him, fascinates him, and, like Charles 
Lamb, the view from a window in a great 
thoroughfare is more attractive to him than 
any that nature can offer. 

“I think that one of the principal reasone 
of my success,” he says, “is the fact that 
my business wae always my pleasure. I have 
not been an ambitious man in the way of 
piling up money. I like my work and em 
content if it will return me a reward suffi- 
clent to meet the day’s needs with some 
promise that the future is provided for. I 
do not believe that success demands excep- 
tional abilities or brilliance. To me it seems 
that ahy man may be successful if he can 
find pleasure in his work and is patient.” 

Mr. Reynolds admires the practical “ali 
zeound” man rather than the brilliant ene. 


Brilliancy is too apt to be associated with 
erraticism to please him. Essentially sane 
himeelf, with that conservatism which is 
almost invariable with those men who deal 
with great financial undertakings, he guides 
the craft of his fortunes through quiet canals 
and locks rather than tempt the quick but 
dangerous rapids. 
- - 

Recipient of Greatest Honors. 

In his professional capacity Mr. Reynolds 
has been the recipient of the greatest honors 
which can be conferred on a banker in this 
country by his associates. He is the presi- 
dent of the American Banking association, 
which is comprised of 10,000 banks through- 
out the country, a post which its indicative 
in itself of the high esteem in which he is 
held by his confréres. He has also served 
as president of the Chicago Bankers’ club 
an& of the Industrial club of Chicago. Dur- 
ing the McKinley administration he was 
mentioned as a candidate for controller of 
the currency, and it is an open secret that 
Mr. McKinley was willing to appoint him if 
it had not been for the fact that the ap- 
pointment had already been made when Mr. 
Reynolds’ name was brought before the 
president. 

The greatest hanor which has come to Mr. 
Reynolds is, in his opinion, the invitation 
which was extended to him last summer by 
the government to make one of the commis- 
sion which went to Europe to study the cur- 
rency systems of the countries of the old 
world. 

It was not the first time that he had given 
his services to his country, for he was one of 
the five mentbers of the Chicago clearing 
house committee who stepped into the breach 
during the financial panic of last year and 
won the gratitude of their fellow citizens 
by the firm and wise manner in which they 
handled the crisis. Membership on this com- 
mittee is the greatest distinction which can 
be conferred locally on a banker, and it was 
conferred on Mr. Reynolds when @ vacancy 
occurred owing to the death of the late 
James Eckels. 

* ~ 

Owes Much to Early Training. 

Mr. Reynolds did not receive a univer- 
sity education himself and he admits to @ 
little regret on that point. It is significant 
of the man that when he was 26 years old 
he actually contemplated giving up his posi- 
tion in Des Moines and going to college. He 
felt, as he expresses it, that he had missed 
something which his friends, who were col- 
lege graduates, had gained. However, in 
the retrospect he admits that life has per- 
haps compensated him. 

“My education,” he says, “ bas largely 
consisted of what I have learned through 
contact with men, and I do not know whether 
a university could have taught me more. 
At the same time, I do not depreciate 6 col- 
lege career. My son is at Yale and I would 
heve regretted it exceedingly if I had not 
been able to send him there. The only 
trouble that I see with the umversities, 
especiaily the greater ones, such as Hervard 
and Yale, is that they seem to unfit the 
graduate to get down to the level of the be- 
ginner when the time comes for him to start 
his business career. 

* Wren I look back on my own life I 
realize how much I owe to the fact that I 
received my early training in a small coun- 
try town. I learned how to do everything, 
from sweeping out the floor to running the 
bank. I did not think any duty beneath me, 
nor, for that matter, above me. However, if

They simply hate to 
face people, for they are conscious of their 
own failure.” 

When one passes these people along the 
lake front several times they seem to as-

Small Town is Outclassed. 

Tenants of the modern Chicago skyscraper 
may be unconscious of the fact that in the 
basement of the building in which they have 
offices more machinery of costly type and 
high power is set up than in required in 
many towns of 3,000 to 5,000 population. 

But # must be remembered that some of 
the big office buildings ip Chicago in twenty- 
four hours house @ total of tenants and 
transient callerg far above these town fig- 


ures. It must be remembered that these 


thousands are lifted in elevators from 20 
feet to 200 feet or more into the air; that 
on the office floors at any height are all the 
modem conveniences of the city—running 
hot and cold@ water, eleotric light, and steam 
heat. | 

The town of 5,000 people which may have 
electric lights and a water worke system, 
however, isn’t likely to need nearly as much 
of either commodity in one twenty-four hour 
day as does the Chicago office building into 
which @ like number of thousands pour in 
and out. Bvery gallon of water which rises 
to the top of the Chicago skyscraper must 
be pumped up by the building’se pumping 
plant, while in the pipes of the hydraulic 
elevators water must be held at a preadure 
of 200 to 800 pounds to the square inch. 

From his little private office in the base- 
ment of the skyscraper the chief engineer of 
the plant sits, day after day, listening. With- 
out his ears he"would be in a sea of Soutdt;

Little Things Often Important. 

In both cases the cause of the noise was 
& little thing, harmices enough when the 
cause was discovered. But the little thing 
in the engine may be the most 
when it ts out of kelter and in the course of 
his engineering troubles, the Nttle things 
that go wrong in thé great office building 
make the chief engineer's Mfe one of many 
trials unless he combines tact end 
with a full measure of philosophy ani tech- 
nical skill. 

Year after year the responsfbiifties of the 
chief engineer in the office building have been 
increasing in proportion aa the needs and

In the underground world of the chtef 
engineer the average plant in downtown 
may be divid& into heating, Mght- 
ing, and motive power divisions. But te 
establieh this machinery the first great 
plant is that of the boilers, upon which every-

great seel monsters, each of them as hig 
as a locomotive, are necessary. They must 
be arranged in battery 
ward bricked in solidly over the furnaces. 
Steam pressure. of 100 to 200 pounds to the 
square inch fe necessary, owing to the num- 
ber of elevatora, the number of lights, and 
the quantities of sheam and water to be sup- 
plied tenants.

The newest Nght signal for the eevator 
catle for closest attention of the chief engi- 
neer.

Exhaust Steam Heats Water. 

For the hot water supply of such @ build- 
ing the cold water is forced into a basement 
tank, through which the exheust steam from 
the engines is made to pass. This steam, that 


otherwise would be wasted, may raise the . 


water to 200 degrees Fahrenheit. Weter 
for the boilere is taken from this supply, 
which furnishes supply to the larger hot 
water-tank feeding to the toilet rooms 
through ¢he duilding. Everywhere these 
pumps work automatically, starting up as 
the tanks are drawn upon and stopping when 
the tanke are full. 

Day and.night, almost without cessation, 
this machinery under the skyecraper is kept 
working. For this proper working of ma- 
chinery the chief engineer is responsible. It 
must run when he is on duty and he must 
leave it in condition to run when he goes 
home. When the engineer's knowledge of 
the condition of hig machinery plant depends 
so largely on his eare amd when the further 
fact is stated that most engineers of down- 
town buildings itve in more or less distant 
suburbs, his responsibilities may be gueseed.

To get a full efficiency from an engine the

will not determine this, but with a compll- 
cated bit of polished brass and steel a tester 
ig connected with the cylinder until a pencil 
attached to a pointer will draw a diagram 
showing the proportion of these alternating 
pressures against ea cylinder valve. 

If at any time a steam gauge is doubted in 
the accuracy of its reading the engineer has 
recourse to his cabinet, from which a stand- 
ard, tested gauge may be taken t6 show how 
much “ off ”’ is the gauge in use, after which 
another implement enables the engineer to 
remove the dial pointer and correct its read- 
ing. i j be 

Everywh¢re about a plant aré these dials, 
reading pressures and force of eledtrical 
currents. Passing any one of them any- 
where it is second nature to the engineer to 
take the reading. For boiler pressures, one 
of the most useful of all these diale is that 
which automatically registers by a line of red 
ink just what the steam pressure was at any 
hour in the twenty-four. From his own ob- 
fervations the engineer may make his reo- 

‘ords of the hours, day and night, in which 
the maximum of power is required of the 
divisions of his plant. ’

HILE so much fs said and written about 
the one piece gowns, there are neverthe- 
less a great many times when a separate 
skirt, worn with either a tailored waist or 
some pretty blouse, is exactly the thing 
one needs. A good many of the exaggera- 
tions which appeared the first of the 
season have been modified, so that the 
Present styles are really graceful and becoming. Much 
Was sald about the passing of the plaited skirt, but 
they are still worn, and doubtless will continue to be.

Women who have a high 
abdomen or are otherwise decidedly out of the normal 
lines should have a pattern cut for them by some per- 
son who thoroughly understands drafting, as a pattern 
for a figure of this kind differs materially from the 
patterns which are sold ordinarily for the normal 
figure. 
ee 

If a person does not have these difficulties to con- 
tend with, any of the reliable patterns should be all 
right. If waist and hip measures do not correspond to 
one’s own measures it is safer to be guided by the size 
of the hip. A material should be chosen which does not 
have an up and down to contend with; then the pattern 
directions carefully followed as to the correct way to 
lay each piece on the goods. 

Before laying the pattern on the cloth measure the 
lengths to see whether they are too long, short, or are 
right; and compare the waist and hip measures with 
your own. Lay all the pieces on before cutting any 
out. It pays to learn to be accurate, and taking the 
proper pains as you go along will be found to be a time 
saver in the end. 

Before removing the pattern mark the waist and 
seam. lines with chalk, tracing wheel, or “ tailor’s tacks.” 
In gored skirts a bias and a straight edge almost 
always come together, and in basting the seams to- 
gether the bias edge should always be held on top, or, 


in other words, next to you. In order to do this it will- 


be necessary to baste the seams on one side of the 
skirt from the bottom up, and the other seams from 
the top down. 


Beginning with the front gore, take the first side - 


gore for the right side of the skirt and pin it to the 
front gore exactly in the seam lines, first having the 
waist lines meet. Then baste the seam together from 
the top down, of course removing the pins as one comes 
to them. Proceed in the same manner with the rest 
of the seams for the right side of the skirt, then start 
again with the front gore, taking the first side gore 
for the left side, and beginning at the top pin the 
seam exactly in the seam lines, first having the waist 
line meet; then beginning at the bottom, baste the 
seam together from the bottom to the top. 

This allows the holding of the gored edge gn top 
and at the same time insures the gores meeting at the 
waist line. The reason for taking this trouble is that a 
bias edge stretches easily, and there is much less danger 
of stretching where the bias edge is held next to one. 

The skirt should be pinned to a band, accurately, 
and tried on. And right here is a point to remember: 
When trying on, pin the band together so that it meets 
and is held in place as truly as though it had the 
hooks and eyes; for if this is not done, there is no use 
in trying to tell how it fits. The placket must be fas- 
tened, too, and if there are inverted plaits each side of 
the back they, too, must be pinned in place. 

If the skirt is too tight over the hips, one or more 
seams must be let. out on each gide, beginning a little 
below the hip line and gradually extending the altera- 
tion to the waist. If the fault lies in its being too 
large, make the alterations in these same seams, and 
possibly the front’ seams will bear taking in a Hittle. 
The alterations at the waist line, if any are necessary, 


The chest must be held up and the abdomen in, and ougfWare made in the same manner. ~ 
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After these corrections have been made the seams 
are stitched, the bastings taken out, and the seams are 
either overcast or bound. The placket is finished and 
the band is made and put on. 

Before speaking of getting the right length it may 
be of some assistance to explain what to do where a 
figure is larger on one side than the other. A person 
may not be noticeably larger over one hip than the 
other, and yet there may be enough of a difference in 
the size of one hip to make the skirt pull off to one 
side. For it is by no means all that is necessary to 
have the skirt large enough to go around if there is a 
difference on the two sides. 

If the figure looks as ‘though there were a difference 
take the hip measure from the middle of the front to 
the middle of the back, first on one side and then on 
the other, writing each measurement down and care- 
fully stating to which side it belongs. Then (say it is 
for a nine gored skirt) take the three side gores, and 
if, as frequently happens, one hip is an inch or an inch 
and @ half larger than the other, divide the amount 
between the three side gores, adding a little to the 
gored edge of each at the hip line till the necessary 
amount is disposed of. 


* 8s 


In order to do this it may be necessary to paste a 
small piece of paper on each one of these gores, and the 
priginal and altered lines must be distinctly marked 
for the left and right sides, as the case may be. In 
cutting these gores out (as there are generally two cut 
at one time) it is as well to cut them both for the 
larger measure, and then trace or mark the seams for 
two sides as they should be. This should do away 
with the necessity for any refitting on the figure. The 
more one learns to do accurate measuring and basting, 
the less altering and fitting will be necessary, and it 
is then that work is a real satisfaction and pleasure, 

To get the right lengths have the skirt right side 
out and pin the skirt together at the band so that cor- 
responding seams come exactly together, which makes 
the middle front gore have a fold through the center. 
Lay the skirt on a table (a dining room table is good) 
and pin the corresponding seams together at the bottom, 
being sure that the underneath part is smooth. Meas- 
ure the desired lengths from the bottom of the band 
in the middle front, over the hips, and in the middle 
of the back. 

If there is a difference {In the lengths over the hips 
put pins in, marking the right and left sides as they 
should be. It is posstble with practice to draw a prac- 
tically perfect line around the bottom, connecting the 
length marks, so that no alteration will be necessary. 

An easy way to do this is to have the bottom of the 
skirt away from you as it lies on the table, and, resting 
the elbow on the table, try to draw a line connecting 
the different points, which is a gradual curve and is not 
noticeable at any one point. Looking at an edge in the 
manner suggested, it is easier to see any imperfection 
in it. The skirt is then turned so that the other side 
is on top and the points connected tn the same way. 

Still holding the edge away from you, turn the bot- 
tom up on the marked line and try on. After one is ac- 
ecustomed to doing this accurately a true line ean be 
made around the bottom in a few minutes’ time, and 
think what a saving of labor and fatigue it is. When 
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the length ts satisfactory the bottom is cut off a seam’s 
length below the finishing line, overcasted, and a fitted 
or bias facing put on. 

* 

Several good examples of the present etyles in 
skirts are shown on this page. One seven gored, made 
of a two toned striped mohair in black and brown, but- 
tons at the left side of the front the entire length 
of the skirt. Another is a five gored skirt, made with 
a habit back, the material being a shadow striped navy 
blue serge. 

This is most attractively trimmed with a two inch 
bias band of black satin, put on in the front to sim- 
ulate a panel. The fastening ts in the back. It is 
sometimes, although not always, necessary in five gores 
to put a dart in over the hips, and when this is done 
the dart should be put in so that tHe effect on the 
figure is that of a straight line. It must not slant at 
the bottom or too far towards either the front or the 
back. 

The usual dart is four and a half or five inches 
long, and the best way to put it in is to take up the 
necessary amount in the middie of the side gore at the 
waist, then, five inches below the waistline, get the 
middle of the width of the hip—run the dart off to 
nothing at this point. The back edge of the gore being 
slanted out, wider as it goes towards the bottom, and 
the dart ending in the middle of the hip width, gives 
the dart the properly straight effect on the figure, al- 
though by actual measurement it does slant towards 


the back, 

A skirt on the order of the directolre princesse was 
beautiful made of a deep wine colored henrietta cloth, 
combined with soft liberty satin in the fan plaitg. 
There is a foundation skirt and on this the fan plaiting 
is mounted, then the outside (which is in three pieces) 
is made, eveh to putting the trimming on. There ig a 
short boned girdle which has to be fitted separately, 
and to this the foundation is mounted; then the outside 
is fastened in place and the girdle finished. There can 
be a fan plaiting set on each side of the skirt if pre- 
ferred. For any of the short skirts about four yards 
and a half, forty-four inches wide, are necessary, and 
it should be possible to get good material for $1.26 or 
not over $1.60 a yard. 

* 

Many different kinds of faced cloth are employed 
in gowns for day wear, including some that are striped 
and checked, with a result which is exceedingly effect- 
It is in a plain satin faced cloth that one gown Is 
madé, the color chosen being a soft shade best de- 
scribed as dark heliotrope, although it is known by 
other and more fanciful names. This gown shows, one 
of the latest directoire overskirts made en princesse 
and cut comparatively short in front, although at the 
back the long folds mingle with the graceful sweep of 
the trained underskirt. Down the center front of this 
gown there is a wide panel of silk net in the same 
shade of @ark heliotrope, arranged over @ soft satin 
foundation and closely embroidered with a beautiful 
floral design worked in bright silks in many shades of 
heliotrope. 

fhis exquisite embroidery is repeated in the form 
of a wide band upon the skirt and appears also under 
the arms, where the bodice is cut out in pinafore shape.

Broad insertions of the same embroidery adorn the 
close fitting sleeves, arranged alternately with soft 
draperies of dark heliotrope satin, while the upper 
part of the bodice is finished with fichu revers of the 
same soft satin, drawn down under a band of em- 
broidery, which is decorated with large satin covered 
buttons and satin loops. There is a similar trimming 
of loops and buttons on the skirt.

hastily put together. 

When egg yolks are called for they should 
be beaten thick and light and added to the 
first mixture (creamed butter and sugar). 
The dry ingredients should be sifted together 
and added alternately with the wetting, 
which may be either water or milk. Add the 
flavoring, beat the whites of the eggs atiff 
and dry, cut and fold them into the mixture 
with as few strekes as possible, thoroughly 
incorporating: the ingredients. This is the 
course of procedure when whites and yolks 
are beaten separately. When the eggs are 
not separated whites and yolks are beaten 
together until thick and light and added to 
the creamed butter and sugar. When they 
are separated the whites are invariably 
beaten stiff and folded in at the last, as in 
the case where whites only are used. 

The textire of the cake may be made deli- 
cate with a small amount of beating when 
the ingredients are carefully combined. 
These cakes are best when eaten as soon as 
cool. Do not stir the mixture after the final 
beating. The beating or cutting and folding 
should always be the last motions, 

; * * 


Preparing Fruit for Cakes. 

When aading fruit to dark cake mixtures 

it is not always necessary to flour the fruit. 
‘Fruit may be acded to the mixture after the 

ugar and butter are creamed. If a white 
ruit cake is made fruit should be floured 
with a portion of the flour called for in the 
recipe and added in the usual way. If added 
as in dark cakes it will discolor the cake 
batter. 

Where-citron is used it is first cut in thin 
slices, then in narrow strips, cosswise, using 
the shears for the latter, then put into the 
“at first a layer of batter, then a layer of 
citron, alternating in this manner, having a 
layer of batter on top. When raisins are used 
they should be seeded and cut in shreds 
with the shears; they will not mass together 
as when chopped in the chopping bowl. Cur- 
rants should be picked over, washed, and 
dried before adding to the cake mixture. 

TO BUTTER AND FILL CAKE PANS.— 
Grease pans with clarified (melted) butter, 
applying it with a small, pastry brush kept 
for this purpose, after which’ dredge pan 
lightly with flour, invert pan and shake out 
guperfiuous flour, leaving but a thin coating 
which clings to the butter. This gives tothe 
cake a smooth under surface when inverted 
and removed from pans, which is especially 
desired when spread with frosting. 

If pans are lined with paper it should just 
cover the bottom and project over the sides. 
Then butter both paper and the ends of the 


O FILLING PANS.—When filling pans have 
mixture come well into the corners and sides 
of pans. Make 4 slight depression in the 
center, that the cake may rise evenly and 
be perfectly smooth on top when baked. 
Cake pans should be filled two-thirds full 
if cake is expected to rise totopofpan. A 
bright pan gives 4 lighter color to crust of 
cake, but will burn more quickly. a 
tins are desirable for the light colored cakes, 
while the Russia fron cake pans are prefer- 
able for- fruit and chocolate mixtures. The 
latter cakes require stronger heat. The dark 
pans give off their heat slower, and cake will 


not be so apt to burn. 
. - 


Baking of Cakes. 

Baking of cakes is more difficult and re- 
quires more eareful attention than the mix- 
ing. The most carefully mixed cake may 

‘he ruined while baking. Learm first to con- 
trol the oven heat and you have learned the 
most difficult step in the process of cake bak- 
ing. Divide the time required for baking into 
quarters. During the first quarter mixture 
should begin to rise; the second quarter, con- 
tinue rising and begin to color slightly; the 
third quarter, continue browning until the 
desired color; fourth quarter, finish baking 
and shrinks from 
of oven may genpuely be reg ay 

lusion of the second quarter. 
e When it is necessary to cover the caké while 
baking, there are cake pans made provided 
with extensions an inch above the pan, A wire 
cake cooler may be jiaid upon this anc a sheet 
of paper over it—this prevents paper falling 
on the cake. If these precautions are not 
taken the paper invariably falls and clings te 
the top of the cake and Cisfigures the sur- 
ce. 

w® may be looked at as often during the 
baking process as necessary. providing the 
oven door is opened and closed carefully. Do 
not move the cake about the oven until it 
has risen its full height and begins to brown 
slichtiy. At this stage it may be moved witn 
perfect safety; it is sometimes necessary to 
do so that it may brown more evenly.

When the cake is “ done ’”’ it shrinks slisht- 
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the sides of the pan. Heat: 
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ly from the sides of the pan, and shows tiny 
wrinkles along its edges. In many cases this 
is sufficient test. However, in loaf cakes, 
pound and fruit cakes, this does not apply. 
These cakes are tested by pressing the sur- 
face with the tip of the finger—if cake feels 
firm and responds to the touch it is safe to re- 
move it from the oven, providing the time of 
baking and the oven’s heat has been carefully 
looked after. 


' . . 
Cake Should Monopolize Oven. 


Arrange to have nothing elee in the oven 
when baking cake. Place loaf or loaves aa 
near the center of the oven as possible. In 
this part of the oven the heat is apt to be more 
uniform. If the oven heat is too slow the 
cake will rise over the sides of pan and have 
a coarse, loose texture; if oven is too hot the 
cake will brown on top before sufficiently 
risenandin its effort to rise will break 
through the crust, thus giving it an unsightly 
appearance. Cake will also crack on top 
when an excess of flour is used. Keep the 
oven heat as uniform as possible. 

Small layer cakes require a hotter oven 
than loaf cakes, and butter cakes stronger 
heat than sponge cakes. No thermometer 
for taking the oven’s temperature has proven 
practical. Innumerable oven tests have heen 
given by many good authorities, but experi- 
ence has proven the best and most reliable 
teacher of all, and through this instructor 
lies the direct route to success in all baking 
processes. 

TO REMOVE CAKES FROM PANS—Re- 
move cake from pan as soon as it is taken 
from the oven. Run a spatula (palette knife) 
around the edge if necessary. Then invert 
cake on a wire cake cooler, made for this pur- 
pose. Do not turn your cakes on a board or 
a towel, as they will “sweat” and cling to 
either one. D6 not hurry a cake from the 
pan. If it is inclined to stick loosen it with 
the spatula around the edges and let pan 
remain -.inverted on cake cooler until by its 
own weight it falls out. 

TO FROST CAKE—When boiled frosting is 
used it makes little difference whether cake 
is cool or not when it is spread. When un- 
cooked frosting is used it is considered best 
to frost the cake slightly warm.

Lesson, Begins with Simple Recipe. 

Let us begin our lesson with a simple recipe 
and continue to practice with this one until 
we have learned to use the oven and to regu- 
late the heat. 

ONE-EGG CAKE.— 

One-fourth cup butter. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One egg. 

One-half cup milk. ' 

One and one-half cups flour. 

Two and one-half teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon lemon extract. 
PROCESS—Cream the butter, add sugar 
gradually; add egg beaten thick and light; 
mix and sift flour and baking powder to- 
gether; add alternately with milk; add fla- 
voring. Bake in a buttered and floured shal- 
low pan thirty minutes; spread with choco- 
late, café, or maple frosting. This cake is at 
its best when freshly baked. Simply iet ic 
cool, then serve it. It may be served hot 
with custard sauce and makes a palatable, 
inexpensive dessert. 

Another inexpensive cake and a trifle richer 
than the “ one-egg " cake: 

CURRANT CAKE.— 

One-half cup butter. 

One Gup sugar. 

Two eggs. 

Yolk one egg, 

One-half cup milk. 

Two cups flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One cup currants 

One tablespoon flour. 

Flavoring. 
PROCESS—Cream the butter, add sugar 
gradually; beat eges and yolk thoroughly; 
add to first mixture; add milk, flour mixed 
and sifted with bakin. powder alternately, 
beating continually; add currants dredged 
with tablespoon flour; flavor to taste Bake 
forty minutes in a deep’ buttered and floured 
cake pan in a moderate oven. Spread with 
milk frosting. 

VELVET CORNSTARCH CAKE— 

One-half cup butter. 

One and one-half cups bar sugar. 

One and one-half cups flour. 

One-half cup cornstarch. 

Four teaspoons baking powder. 

Four egg yolks. 

One-half cup cold water. 

Four whites of eggs. 

Two-thirds cup blanched and shredded al- 

-monds. 

PROCES&—Cream the butter, add sugar 
gradually; add yolks, beaten thick and light; 


sift flour, baking powder, and cornstarch 
together; add to first mixture alternately 


with water. Cut and fold the whites of eggs 


beaten stiff and dry into batter. Turn into 
buttered shallow cake pan, sprinkle shredded 
almonds over top ef cake, and bake thirty- 
five minutes in a moderate oven. Do not 
frost this cake. 

WALNUT SPICE CAKE.— 

One-half cup butter. 

Two cups brown sugar. 

One cup sour milk. 

Two and one-half cups flour. 

Yolks five eggs. 

One-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 

Two teaspoons soda. : 

One-fourth teaspoon cloves. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-half pound of raisins, seeded and 
shredded. 

One-half pound English walnuts. 

Two tablespoons brandy. 
PROCESS—Cream the butter, add sugar 
gradually; add raisins, jolks of eggs beaten 
thick and light; sift flour, spices, and soda, 
together, add alternately with milk; add 
nuts, chopped moderately; add brandy. Turn 
into deep cake pan, buttered and lined with 
paper. Bake in a moderate oven one hour,

HICKORY NUT CAKE.— 

Two cups sugar. 

One-half cup butter. 

Two and two-thirds cups flour.

PROCESS—Cream butter, add sugar gradu- 
ally; add eggs beaten thick and light; sift 
flour, salt, and baking powder together, and 
acd to first mixture alternately with milk. 
Add flavoring and turn mixture into brick 
shape bread pans, well buttered, and bake 
forty-five minutes in a moderate oven. Equal 
parts of butter and lard may be used in this 
cake with satisfactory results.

One pound sot. brown sugar.

Add raisins, cur- 
ranis, and yolks of eggs beaten thick and 
light, continue beating. Add finely chopped 
lemon and orange peel; cut and fold in whites 
of eggs Beaten stiff. Sift flour, salt, and 
spices together, add to mixture, and lastly 
add sherry, brandy, lemon juice, and grated 
rind, beat vigorously. Bake in a well but- 
tered paper lined cake pan with a tube in 
center, four to five hours in a slow oven. 
Line bottom of pan with three thicknesses 
of heavy paper; butter well the paper which 
comps next to cake mixture. Remove from 
oven, also from pan, place cake on cooler. 
When cgol and ready to put away, pour two 
ounces of brandy over top, from bottle ina 
thin stream and slowly that the cake may 
absorb it. If cake its bakéd too hard on top 
invert it and follow foregoing instructions. 
Slip it into a double paper bag (inside bag 
is waxed paper), put it into a thin lard pail 
or a stone jar and closely eover.

PROCESS—Beat the yolks thick and light, 
and the whites stiff and dry, then combine 
them. Add the grated rind of the lemon or 
orange and the sugar, gradually, beating 
constantly. Add half the flour sifted with 
salt and baking powder; al! the flour may not 
be needed. Knead until well mixed, then 
cover closely and chill thoroughly three or 
more hours. Then take a small lump of 
dough and roll into a sheet not thicker than 
one-eighth of aninch. With a fine sieve dust 
the sheet lightly with flour, then stamp with 
the wooden springele mold hard, so as to 
make a perfect impression of the pictures on 
the dough. Remove the mold and cut out 
the little squares with a pointed knife, and 
with a spatula set each one on a board 
dusted lightly with flour. , 

Let them set in a cool place over night. .In 
the morning place them gn a buttered baking 
sheet, sprinkle with anise seed and bake in a 
moderate oven to a delicious brown. These 
little cakes are a native of Germany and are 
used extensively at the Christmas tide. The 
springele molds may be found in some 
kitchen furnishing houses. Some of the 
pictures on the moulds are attractive, while 
others are grotesque.

How to Make the “Frosting.” 


MILK FROSTING (eggiess frosting).— 

One and one-half cups suger. 

Half cup rich milk. 

One teaspoon butter. 

Flavoring. 

PROCESS—Melt butter in sauce pan; add 
sugar and milk. Stir briskly until sugar ab- 
sorbs milk; bring to boiling point and boil 
without stirring twelve to fifteen minutes. 
Remove from range and beat with a gem egg 
whip until creamy and of the consistency to 
spread. Add half teaspoon of any desired 
flavoring. Spread over cake and mark in 
creases with back of knife as soon as frosting 
is firm. 

MARSHMALLOW FROSTING.— 

Two cups sugar. 

Half cup cold water. 

Whites two eggs. 

Quarter teaspoon cream tartar. 

Nine marshmallows. 
PROCESS—Put sugar and cream tartar in 
sauce pan, add water, stir until sugar has 
tdken up the water, and when it begins to 
boil cease stirring, allo wing it to boll until it 
drops from the tip ®f a small wooden spoon 
like honey. Add seven tablespoons of this 
sirup boiled to'this degree to whites of eggs 
previously beaten stiff, beating briskly while 
adding hot sirup; return remaining sirup to 
range and boil until! it spins a thread: add 
this at once to beaten eggs and the marsb- 
mallows previously plumped in the oven; 
drop them in hot mixture and beat thorough- 
ly until the consistency to spread. Should 

* you beat it too long and frosting grains, add 
boiling water drop by drop until it is restored 
to the right consistency. 

BOILED CHOCOLATE FROSTING.—To 
half the recipe of marshmallow frosting add 
one and one-half squares melted chocolate 
as soon as sirupis added toeggs. Marshmal- 
lows may be omitted or they may be placed 
in the oven until plumped, then pulled apart 
with the fingers, and lay a layer over top of 
cake and pour on chocolate frosting. Spread 
evenly and mark in squares. 

MAPLE FROSTING =Follow inetructions 
for marshmallow fnsting, omitting the 
marshmallows and sultstituting one pound 
of maple sugar*broken in pieces for granu- 
lated. Butternuts or black walnuts added to 
this frosting produce a delicious combina- 
tion.

Two tablespoons cornstarch or 

Two and one-half tablespoons Sour. 

Grated rind of half an orange. 

. Four tablespoons orange juice. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One egg Slightly beaten. 

One teaspoon butter. 

PROCESS—Mix sugar, cornstarch or flour, 
add grated rind, orange juice, and lemon 
juice and slightly beaten eggs. Mix well in 
the double boiler and cook ten minutes, stir- 
ring constantly; add butter, beat again; cool 
slightly and between layers of cake. 

LEMON OR ORANGE AND COCOANUT 
FILLING.—Mix the juice and grated rind of 
one lemon or an orange with one cup of 
sugar and the yolks of two eggs slightly 
beaten. Cook in double boiler ten minutes, 
stirring constantly. Add one cup of freshly 
grated cocoanut. Cool and spread between 
layers of cake. 

BERRY FILLING.—Whip one cup of 
heavy cream, add five and one-half table- 
spoons of powdered sugar, the white of one 
egg beaten stiff and dry, and one-half cup of 
strawberry or raspberry pulp. Flavor with 
one-half teaspoon of orange or lemon extract. 
The same quantity of apricot and peach pulp 
may be used by way of variations. 

FIG FILLING.— 

Half pound figs. 

One-third cup sugar. 

Half cup boiling water. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

Slight grating lemon rind.

HE Baldwin locomotive works of Philadel- 
phia produces annually 2,500 ready to use 
locomotives. 

But here is a concern that builds 
150,000 locomotives annually and thinks 
nothing of it! 
And besides that it also constructs each 
year over three times as many freight 
and passenger cars! 

All this is done right here in the United States and 
by the prince of workmen—the American mechanic. 

Almost before your eyes is this concern that is 
actually building and delivering 460 locomotives every 
twenty-four hours—and, more than that, is furnishing 
cars, both freight and passenger, track, ties, switches, 
signals, is building the depots and bridges, and, not 
content with all that, is furnishing the power to operate 
the greatest railway system in the world. 

The American Boy owns this great railroad. It is the 
famous “Miniature Toy Railroad, Limited.” It is a 
marvel of cleverness, a durable and ingenious toy, and 
as an educator is of interest to both old and young. 

The toy railroad is an evolution. From the crude 
iron engine and cars of yesterday to the perfect repro- 
duction of the fast limited Twentieth Century express 
of today the steps have been gradual, and whereas in 
the old days anything that had a semblance to that it 
represented would sell, and the fond papa would explain 
to his offepring that it was a “choo-choo” train, the 
conditions of today demand the engine must be @ 
replica of the finest locomotive built and run as well. 
The cars must have doors that will open to admit the 
tiny cast iron passengefs, and the automatic coupling 
must hold the train together if it happens to tumble off 
the track. 

The rough castings of the boilers are received in 
halves, and after grinding are riveted together. They 
are then dipped into japan twice and dried, being placed 
in bins, from which they are taken when al! is in readi- 
ness for the assembling. The wheels are caet iron, and 
before they are attached to the axles undergo nine sep- 
arate and distinct operations on an automatic turret 
machine, where they are ground true and a threaded 
hole for the axle is bored. 


* 
Clockwork Forms Motive Power. 

The bed on which the boiler is mounted is stamped 
from an enameled sheet of tin in which the necessary 
holes are punched, the little projections In which the 
axles and other parts are fastened are bent to their 
proper positions in a-series of operations on one press. 
The cab is also stamped from an enameled strip of tin, 
grooved and formed up in a series of dies. . 

The driving machinery or “motor” is en especially 
designed clockwork. movement with a powerfyl spring 
which will drive the engine, with its train of one or 
more cars, many times around the track. It has a gov- 
ernor that automatically regulates the speed of the en- 
gine, no matter if it runs only by itself or with a full 
train attached. A lever at the side serves as a brake 
which stops the motor and which can be set from un- 
derneath the engine when it is running on the track by 
throwing a little semaphore signal lever. By moving 
another signal it is released and the train goes mer- 
rily on. 

The engines are assembled piece by piece, and as 
each part passes along through the hands of those who 
do nothing else but assemble that part with another 
they gradually take form, and after traversing a long 
work bench emerge a complete locomotive. But that is 
not all. On a table nearby a circular track ig laid out, 
and to this table all engines are taken to be tested. 

The engine is placed upon the track and made to go 
around a number of times, and in this process the gov- 
ernor is adjusted so that the engine will travel at a 
predetermined speed. It is then attached to a train of 
four cars and made to go around the track so many 
times, and if it accomplishes the required number it is 
passed, if not it ie sent out for a new motor. 

The next and final step is the touching up here and

Cars and Tracks Both of Tm 


The cars—of which there are types—are 
made in the same manner. Sheets of } with 
the design are cut out and passed through @ press that 
punches out the spaces for the windows and @gors and 
leaves tiny projections that serve to attach the sides 
to the bottom or floor. Another press raises in relief 
the design and yet another folds the tin te a form like 
a box without top or bottom. The floors are made by a 
press that cuts them out of ‘tim and at the same time 
perforates certain holes, through which*the projections 
on the sides fit and are afterwards se@cured. 

At the assembling table sit girla who deftly take 
the bottoms, insert the axles, make fast the wheels, fit 
on the sides and tops, thus finishing the ears but for 
the slight painting that is always necesshry 6 enam- 
eled work that passes through a shop. These girls can 
put a car together in just fifteen seconds. 

The track is an important part of the eqgipment. It 
is made of tin. The sheet of tin first goes to 4 press, 
where it is cut into a strip of the right width, and is 
partially formed. Thence through two more presses 
until it emerges a finished rail. Another press cuts out 
the metal ties or sleepers, three ties being used to a 
section of track. They are then placed in a form and 
the metal is pinched in just the right place to make 
the rails fast in the ties. If the curved track is desired 
the rails are bent in a press to the required circle be- 
fore they are placed in the ties. To make one section of 
track requiring seven pieces of metal, thirteen opera- 
tions are necessary. Each section is 10% inches in 
length. Last year the trackage made by One toy con- 
cern amounted to over 400 miles, or almost enough to 
reach from Chicago to Kansas City.

Block System Used in Detail. 

Aside from the track, intricate switches and cross- 
overs are made,many of them being automatic in opera- 
tion, and in this work care and skill are required, as 
each moving part must be soldered in its correct posi- 
tion by hand, so that when the switch is thrown it will 
open up in proper manner. Turntables form an at- 
tractive part of this toy and so do the bridges, from

The Pedestrian Who Plows Through the 

Smoke and Ginders at Chicago pt and 

Halsted Street at Out Looking Like 2 
OnKer. 


FP a prize was offered for finding the dirti- 
est street crossing in the world the wiee 
ones would take a Halsted street car in 
our own beloved Chicago and hie them- 
selves to where that king of streets is 
crossed by Chicago avenue. 
If a sweet girl graduate was to march 
across the viaduct in her commencement 
finery her glad raiment would look like the uniform of 
a motorman on @ soft coal wagon at 6 o’clock Aug. 1. 
A confirmation gown before it could get halfway 
across would resemble an alderman who had had an 
all night sessior with a city coal contract, and a cherub 
flitting about this corner would have to spend the re- 
mainder of his days associating with the English spar- 
rows that infest the district. 

No place in all the world are there so many whole- 
sale contributors to dirt as at Chicago avenue and 
Halsted street. These unswept and unsprinkled thor- 
oughfares cross ona viaduct a block long in each direc- 
tion and thirty feet high at the intersection—just high 
enough to get the benefit of the smoke that pours up 
from the forges of the 160 men in the railroad shops 
three feet from the west edge and to feel the hot breath 
of the locomotives that drag the 378 passenger trains 
directly beneath the crossing and defile everything 
above with the soot and smoke they belch through the 
cracks in the block pavement. 

At the east side, within a stone’s throw, sixty live 
reserve engines in the Chicago and Northwestern round- 
house and turntable wing join with the freight and 
transfer trains in contributing their mite to make the 
corner one to be remembered. 

* 
Progressive Ambition of Soil. 

All degrees of dirt assail the pedestrian from all 
degrees of the compass. The only way more dirt could 
find its way there would be to invent a compass not 
so stingy with Hs degrees. 

Between the shops and the roundhouse, beneath the 
elevated street, there is a network of” tracks, but no 
pavements. The tracks belong to the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad. The company has no contro! 
over the sandy soll, whose sole ambition is to move 
across the viaduct, mix with the commoner dirt of the 
street, and be back before night. Oftentimes it realises 
its ambition every fifteen minutes of the day. 

North, west, and south are some of the largest fac- 


tories in the world. A stranger would think they com- 
puted their size by the smoke they made. If they 
did the remainder of the world wouldn’t need to do any 
manufacturing. The nearby tanneries give such assist- 
ance as they can to help upheld the reputation of the 
place. On a windy day—and it's always windy here— 
little tufts of wool and hair mix with the odor sacred 
to a tannery and are wafted back and forth with the 
refuse of the street until they find their way into the 
north branch of the river, a block east. Often the sur- 
face of that is not wet enough to catch the flying par- 
ticles, and they race to and fro until a boat breaks 
the scum on the river and exposes the water. 

Directiy east of the river the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and St. Paul trains-mix their smoke and cinders with 
the odor from the river, and the wind has but a block 
to carry it to where it will do the most good. 


* #* 
Smoke of Tugs Helps Some. 


Great ships continually steam up and down ‘the 
river or into the bend of the stream a half block north 
of Chicago avenue. Little tugs that scurry about 
towing the big lumber craft, while not so large, make 
up for their diminutiveness by their smoke and are not 
to be despised. Every little bit helps. 

Some of the largest coal yards in the city are lo- 
cated on the west side of the river. Immense coal ships 
are continually being loaded and unloaded. Their dust, 
with that of the patent coal loaders for the engines at 
the end of the roundhouse, when mixed with perspira- 
tion, makes a paint that is guaranteed fo stick closer 
than any fraternal relative. 

One-third of Chicago’s 300 tons of daily garbage 
crosses Chicago avenue and Halsted street and is un- 
loaded at the garbage fleet's navy yard at Chicago ave- 
nue and the river, More than 100 big steel wagons 
trundle into the loading station every morning. Nat- 
urally, when this army of garbage wagons travels over 
the same route, however careful they may be, a small 
percentage of the cargo is sure to be scattered by the 
wayside. 

When the heavy wagons jolt across the car tracks 
an occasional half a pie will sitp its moorings and slide 
into the street. A wagon may spring a leak after it 
leaves the navy yard and scatter its blessings along 
the. highway until it reaches the eagle eye of the ad- 
miral, when it is unloaded the following morning.

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CUSTRINE explorer—what does he do 
and what has he found? 
* The arctic explorer is a household 
word, and Peary and Nansen and Well- 
man and their comrades are heroes the 
world over. 
But a lacustrine explorer? 
He is the Keller, and Munro, and 
Virchow, and Heer, and Frank, and a host of others 
who have invaded the buried bottoms of the lakes and 
there found a forgotten world of long ago, with won- 
derfv! souvenirs of prehistoric peoples and their fas- 
cinating civilization evolved on wooden piles built out 
into thé water of the little European inland seas. 

The marvelous findings of the lacustrine explorers 
began in Switzerland, which is one of the countries 
whose lakes and rivers are fed with snowclad moun- 
tains and glaciers. In such countries the water sup- 
ply is lowest during the winter when much of it re- 
mains frozer This was particularly true in the winter 
of 1853-54, when the level of the Swiss lakes had 
sunk lower than ever before. Some of the villagers 
of Obermeilen, on the shores of Lake Zurich; took 
advantage of this to enlcorge their vineyards. 


. * * 

Villagers Made Discoveries Possible. 

They inclosed with stone walls parts of the ex- 
posed lake shore and filled in the space with mud, so 
as to raise it above the level of the water. And while 
doing this they came upon the heads of wooden piles, 
around which were parts of stags’ horns, stone hatchets, 
and other tools, which excited the workmen’s curiosity. 
The village schoolmaster, Mr. Aeppli, whose house was 
close by, thought the find was important enough to 
report to the antiquaries of Zurich. 

One of the most important of tLese was Dr. Ferdi- 
nand Keller, who decided that the piles had once served 
as supports for a platform on which had Been built 
houses that, after long habitation, had finally been 
destroyed by fire. 

After this sensational discovery investigations 
were made by German and Austrian scientists through- 
out the whole Alpine region and there were exhumed 
@ considerable quantity of prehistoric utensij from 
335 lacustrine stations scattered over fifty-five lakes 
Or bogs. 

The lake dwellers have been thought to be im- 
migrants who entered Europe by way of the Black sea 
and the Mediterranean coast- and thence followed up 
the Danube and its tributaries. “ Does any one know 
how many thousands of years ago they lived? 

The lake villages sometimes cover a square mile 
or more. They were joined to the shore, 300 to 600 
feet distant, by a passageway four to ten feet . wide. 
The remains found in these villages by the fascinated 
savants go to show that the inhabitants even in the 
stone age understood how to weave linen, make bread, 
utilize domestic animels in agriculture, employ all 
sorts of tools, such as stone axes and saws, rope, bone 
needles, pesties, picks, etc. Pottery was made on a 
vast scale and sometimes was decorated. 

= * 


Bronze Age, Step Forward. 

The age of bronze added a great number of new 
@rms and instruments, beautiful swords, lances, knives, 
razors, scissors, etc., also jewelry. bracelets, pines, 
pendants, and mirrors. 

These unique and wonderful people seem to have 
worshiped the bull as a symbol of physical force and 
they developed a livelier and livelier intelligence, 
rising continually in the mental scale until they were 
mingled with a new. immigrant race which at last 
entirely absorbed them. 

There was often a great diversity in the relics 
even when they lay close to each other. Some belong 
to the stone-bone-horn age, some to the bronze age, 
some to the iron. 

Dr. Robert Munro the eminent Scotch antiquary, 
questions if there is in the whole range of pre- 
historic archeology any class of antiquities that gives 
greater support to this remarkable chronological se- 
. quence of the stone, bronze, and iron ages or throws 
more light on the introduction of metals into Europe 
than those collected from the lake dwellings. 

Some of the lacustrine explorations have supplied 
the materials for reconstructing the entire life history 
of their inhabitants, giving, as it were, a complete 
picture of their acts, industries, luxuries, and amuse- 
ments. * «* 

Existence of Looms Proven. 

The woven and embroidered cleths are remarkably 
fine and prove the existence of looms and weaving 
machines in those ancient and simple days. 

It was natural when men pressed forward into 
the inhospitable regions of middle and northern Europe 
that they should feel the need of ample clothing. A 
material well adapted for the purpose would be found 
in the hides and skins of beasts. The éarliest clothing 
of the inhabitants of Switzerland cannot materially 
have differed from what we see today among the un- 
eivilized folk of the far north. 

Prof. Keller believes that the manufacture of stone 
and bone implements and of earthenware bowls, the 
construction of huts. and the preparation of skins and 
hides for covering the feet and other parts of the body 
have been practiced amongst the settlers as one of 
their most indispensable labors and have been carried 
On to a great extent. 

The leather relics were quite altered by the heat 
and spoiled by the water. And yet in the mud of 
the -bed of the lakes have been found a number of 
pieces of leather the use of which is unknown. 

But they prove to us that the unique and won- 
derful people who lived on the edge of the lake knew 
ways of preparing leather so as to make it supple 
and durable. * 

There are remains of animals which were supposed 
to have been raised and domesticated. There are 
dogs, sheep, goats, pigs, and various sorts of oxen. 
4& few bones and teeth of the horse were also found. 

In the Bern museum are a wooden comb, a fish- 
hook made of boar’s tusks, flint saws in their wooden 
handles, and fragments of pottery, some of which are 
erhamented with nail marks or perforations around 
the rim. One piece of dark pottery has a series of 
triangular bits of birch agp stuck on its surface by 
means of asphalt. 


Lake Dwellers "Refinedly Cwilized. 

The lake dwellers have left hatchets, knives, saws, 
Scrapers, borers, etc., of flint and other hard gtones. 
Cutting intsruments were also made of horn, done, 
and the tusks of the wild boar, as well as endless va- 
rieties of pointers, chisels, etc. 

With these toolz they built wooden houses, scoope.il 
out canoes, and shaped wood into dishes, clubs. and 
handles. The stone celt or axhead, the most indis- 
pensable of all implements to the stone age people, 
Was mounted in many different ~ays, with 
Straight or crooked horn handles. 

These prehistoric people were 
quite refinedly civilized enough 
to use spoons, pins, needles, 
buttons, awis, knives, 
flax combs, etc., o 
bone, with hair 
combs made of 
wood. With. 
shells, colored 
teeth of carniv- 
orous animals, 
ornamented 
pieces of bone 
and horn, stone 
and clay beads, 
and even round- 
lets of the 
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“human skull they made their necklaces and pendants, 


The wonderful elegance of the lake dwellers’ work. 
manship has been the puzzle of their discoverers ana 
explorers. Considerably more than a thousand re. 
markable implements of jade have been found aroung 
one small spot, Lake Constance, although not a parti- 
cle of jade can be discovered in the ough through al} 
the region. 

For a long time no one knew much about the 
homes of the lake folk. Dr. Munro remembers that 
the only souvenirs of huts having been erected over 
the platforms consisted of portions of clay having 
the impressions of round timber ‘hearthstones, ang 
some stray beams and — . thatching. 


Cottage Walls pi eit ata Found. 

But Mr. Frank, one of the Swiss investigators 
found the foundations and walis of a cottage deeply 
buried in the moss, and made a plan of the building 
before it crumbled away. 

The house was an oblong rectangle about 33 by 23 
feet, divided into two chambers. On the south side 
was a door a little over three feet wide, which openca 
into one of the chambers. In this outer chamber was 
a mass of stones which showed signs of having been 
a fireplace. The walls were constructed of agplit 
stones set upright and their crevices plastered over 
with clay. The flooring was four layers of closely 
laid timbers separated by as many Alayers of clay. 

Dr. Munro thinks these repeated floorings may 
have been necessitated by the gradual rise of the 
surrounding peat, which ultimately drove the inhab- 
itants away. 
niture, a hearth, weaving appliances, a mill stone, 
sharpening stones, and so on. 

Among the later lake folk, those that lived in the 
bronze age, there were many new refinements. In- 
stead of the crude tools and weapons, they have left 
@ splendid array of swords, daggers, lances, axes, 
knives, razors, chisels, gouges, sickles, etc. The dagger 
developed into a double edged sword. 

* 


Practiced Division of Labor. 
There were fanciful bracelets, armiets, necklaces, 
pins, combs, belt clasps, finger rings, buttons, studs, 


earrings, chains of shells, beads, bronze, gold, amber, 
-and glass. 


There were chariots or biga drawn by horses, har 
nessed with bronze or horn bits, bridles, and other 
handsome trappings. There were toy dishes and play- 
things for the children, mirrors for the ladies, and 

wands, rings, charms, and emblems for the 
priests. 
The lake awellers are thoughht to have prac 
ticed the principles of the division of labor and 
to have had commercial! relations with for- 
‘eign countries. With the iron age came coins 
and further civilization and 
refinement. But with it also 
came the end. 
The people that intro- 
‘@uced the iron arts to the 
wonderful folk of the lake in- 
troduced also their 
ruin. They Were con- 
querors, perhaps, from 
Rome, and they left 
the wonderful settle 
ments of the lakes a 
forgotten world. 


Each cottage had its own special fur. | 
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WHITE rain of noontide sunshine poured 
blistering hot into Peevey valley. The Lit- 
tle Peevey, curving through the broad 
green hollow, seemed at the shallows to 
curl up and burn in the glare like silver 
shavings; here and there cows stood knee 
deep in the stream, clanking their bells as 
they brushed at the humming insects. 
The farmhouses, set, for the most part, among trees 
at the base of the ridge along the east, looked lifeless 
in the noonday drowse; the town, common of size and 
common of aspect, whispered sleepily along the west 
side of the valley and up the western slope; the dark 
shingles on the barnlike railway station, near the 
river, seemed to lift a little in the heat as if they, too 
would curl up but for the clutch of the nails that 
helé them down; pitch oozed from the knots in the pine 
beards of the station platform; and an odor, half savory, 
half acrid, rose from a cluttered lumber yard back of 
the station. 


As time drew toward 1 o’clock a young man came 
out and on to the platform. He carried a pen behind 
ome ear and a lead pencil behind the other. His eyes 
were clear, direct, and honest, hig mouth firm but 
kindly; his shirt was open a little at the collar, and his 
braces, thrown from his shoulders, hung upon his hips, 
This was Trueman Peters, the operator and station 
master at Peevey.

A visit to the photographer's usually means a day 
with the actress—a long day, which begins in the 
morning when her trunks are packed with her ward- 
robe, which must be taken with her, and with her 
maid on duty all day, and her lunch and tea brought 
in, and changes of costume more numerous than they 
are. on the stage. This is the part of the prominent 
actress who has reached the stage of prestige in which 
often photographers are willing.to “take her.” for ad- 
vertising rather than profit, charging her with the mere 
cost of the pictures. The actress who has not arrived 
on the contrary is mdre anxious to comply with the 
stunts which the press agent asks of her. 

Here comes in a funny bit of stage etiquette which 
is rigid and ironbound, at least in the mind of the ac- 
tress herself. The actress who has “arrived” in the 
highest sense will not take “freak” pictures where for 
comparative beginners they are more than welcomed.

Bernhardt Proves Exception to Rule. 


In spite of varied work before the camera this gen- 
erally is true of these two classes of stage people who 
rarely appear in freakish photographs, with the ex- 
ception of Sarah Bernhardt, who had her picture taken 
in her coffin. This picture has the distinction of being 
more widely published than any freak photograph ever 
taken by a professional person, but as is well known 
this tragedienne has always been fond of what is called 
“band wagon advertising.”

In the case of the duchess of 
Marlborough Miss Stahl said: “After the coiffure was 
fir shed by the hair dresser and I took my final look at 
the mirror and made a final mark with the grease 
paint, the contour of my face seemed to have changed, 
and when I was seated before the camera I could close 
my eyes and review mentally the life of the duchess.

Some one had told him the site of Rice's 
theater, where he played fifty-three years ago, and he wanted to see what had 
become of it. He wandered up Dearborn street and finally stopped in front of the 
Unity building. 

“This must be it,” he mumbled to himself. “As I suaeitiat, it ueed to stand 
here at the corner of the alley, and across the street there, perhaps a little mite © 
farther down,. was the postoffice. Still, 1 may be wrong.” 

Coming down the street toward him was a gentleman whose hair was white 
and whose appearance indicated that he had at least a speaking acquaintance with 
the oldest inhabitant. Mr. Thompson approached him. 

“I beg pardon,” he said, “but I’ve got to ask somebody a question.” 

“Fire ahead,” amswered the man. “I’ve lived in Chicago all my life.” 

“I been gawpin’ around here tryin’ to hit upon certain locations,” confessed 
Mr. Thompson. “I suppose I’m bein’ watched now by a lot of fellows who will be 
tryin’ to sell me a gold brick purty soon.

And I recollect that 
man in the council who was fightin’ for another location ‘nearer the center of 
town’ finally give i by sayin’: ‘AH right! If you don’t want my site I'll vote te 
put your postoffice where you'll have a walk for it.’ And he voted for that corner 
where the First National is now. Don’t seem possible, does it, that that corner 
was ever a long walk. from the center of Chicago?’ 

“There has been a change, too, in acting and in plays since Rice’s day,” 
suggested, pulling the conversation back to the theater. 

“TI suppose so,” he admitted. “I remember when I was playin’ in Toronte 
that one week Stuart Robson eame along as a stock star and played Bob Acres 
while I did Sir Lucius O’Trigger, and the next week John Drew, the father of this 
young man playin’ now, came and played Sir Lucius and I was the Acres, Between 
plays I had to dance and sing. They don’t work that way nowadays.”

His Theatergoing Days Are Over. 


It was not a new thought to him, and he did not sigh over it. In his 
76th year he is not wildly interested in what the younger people are doing or what 
the older ones did. His playgoing days are over. He is content to live quietly and 
play occasionally just to keep up his connection with the work he loves and the 
only life he has known for nearly sixty years. 

“I don’t get tired of Joshua,” he said, “ exceptin’ when my rheumatiem bothers 
me. It’s been botherin’ me this trip a little. I guess I been playin’ too muck. 
Dr. Weir Mitchell in Philadelphia told me I'd be apt to feel that neuritis whenever 
1 got tired. Guess I shouldn’t try to play more’n a week in one place. 

“Yet,” he went on dowbtfully, “ the children seem to think I feeb better when 
I’m actin’ than when I’m just putterin’ around the farm. It’s kind of im the 
biood, I reckon. I’m fidgety in a hotel all day until it’s time to go to the theater. 
Then when I get there and get in my dressin’ room, and the folks come in, and the 
lights are goin’ up, it kind of lifts you up like. I don’t remember the neuritis 
much then.” 

Denman Thompson is perfectly satisfied that he is to go dows in the history of 
the stage practically as the creator of a single role. He never was ambitious to 
make a name as a versatile performer. The actor who is content to play one réle 
the people like does more for himself and for them by sticking to it than he could 
possibly do by hopping from one mediocre character to another, he argues. 

“TI said to John T. Raymond years ago that he should go on playin’ Mulberry 
Sellers all his life,” he said. “ But John was ambitious. What is it Shakepeare 
says about the ‘ vaultin’ ambition that o’erleaps itself and falls on the other side’? 
That’s it. John wanted to ‘show ‘em’ he was a great actor, so he had a let of 
plays written for him and died poor. Same way with Frank May? ‘ Frank,’ 
said to him, ‘you needn't never do another thing but Davy Crockett.’ But no, 
Frank he was ambitious, too, and he would have died poor, too, if it hadn't been 
that ‘Puddn’head Wilson’ got him a little money at the last. They didn’t think 
none the less of Jefferson for stickin’ to Rip. 

“1 was talkin’ with Jefferson once about this same thing and he told me of a 
time when they came to him and said: ‘Joe, you ought to revive some of the old 
comedies,’ they said. ‘ We'll come to see you if you'll do somethin’ else.” So Joe did. 
‘They did come, too,’ he used to say. They were true to their promise. They 
come—seventy of ’em—and they all had front seats because there wasn’t anybody 
else there.” The other folks, that paid, they were waitin’ for ‘Rip’ next night.” 
He took off his spectacles the better to laugh at the recollection. 

“ Warfield—he’s the kind of actor they want to see in the thing he does best,” 
he went on. “That's ‘The Music Master.’ I haven’t seen it, but the children 
have told me of it and I know what it’s like. He'll always have to play it. He can 
go on doin’ the ‘Grand Army Man’ and Shylock for his ambition’s sake, but he'll 
siways come back to ‘The Music Master.” You see if he doesn’t.”

Then he slyly chuckled as he told about going to the Garrick the other day and 
buying two seats for the Warfield performance which he gave to the chef of the 
Palmer house. “ He’s been lookin’ after the cookin’ here for thirty-five years,” he 
reported, “and he'll just love Dave Warfield in that play.

Clyde Fitch wrote the version of “‘ The Blue 
Mouse” for America, and he seems to have 
determined not to clean the mouse at ali of 
her vermin sort of vice, but to save the crea- 
ture from disgust by having her personated 
by Mabel Barrison. Why? Firstly because 
Fitch requires a model on which to place his 
theatrical guises, and secondly because Ma- 
bel hes a baby-goo innocence in looks and 
action. 

Mabel was headilinging in vaudeville with 
her husbanc, Joseph Howard, and I guess it 
took a rousing wpalary, besides a lawsuit over 
a broken contract, to shift her into the com- 
edy, especially as the Shuberts wouldn’t 
make a star of her. Anyway, there Mabel 
is, playing a shameless wanton, bedeviling 
the railway president as his secretary's wife 
in his office, and all the while sincerely beg- 
ging the secretary to be affectionate with her. 
She declares that her temperanmtent demands 
soul kissing, but the secretary doesn't take 
to it kindly, and so, when the president is 
with them, she holcs thé secretary up for 
kisses like a highwayman with a wayfarer. 

Harry Connor and Jameson Lee Finney 
adroitly avoid offense as the two men, but it 
is Fitch’s selection of Mabel Barrison for the 
“ Blue Mouse” and not any modification of 
~ comedy’s matter that renders it palat- 
able. 

The street and sidewalk at Columbus circle, 
a mile further up Broadway than the Tender- 
loin streak, Were blocked by people who could 
anc couldn't get in to see the first New York 
performance of “ The Queen of the Moulin 
Rouge."

Theat aspect of love profaned ig 
depicted in this new play by a pair pallid with 
brandy and abeinthe, if not with opium.

duty. Thematrons carry away the garments. 
The denuded girls, stay posed a minate for 
close scrutiny under spotlights. Then they 
take from their hats fummery that turns out 
to be skirts, sacques, stockings, and slippers, 
so that the act of taking off clothes is fol- 
lowed by one of putting on. 

There are other exploits of indecency, such 
as dances, that can't be cescribed in print;

is the wickedest of stage shows.

A goodly portion offthe money they. make 
chorus girls spend on their hotel rooms. The 
average salary paid is $18 a week, and the 
average chorus girl spends’ $10’ of this on 
her room. She does this not from any in- 
fluence that is brought to bear on her, but 
for the simple reason that she wants te. 
She would rather live at a good hotel and eat 
less than to live at a chéaper ‘hotel and sat- 
isfy her hunger to the fullest extent. In one 
way, therefore, she is a martyr to her cause. 

This preference for the high class hotels 
is undoubtedly due to the fact that in these 
places the prominent actors and actresses 
of the day take up theirabode. Signing their 
own little *‘ chorusy "’ names on the register 
there comes a momentary feeling of great- 
ness as they behold perhaps on the Line above 
the name of the star whose fame has gone 
all over the world. They feel that itis worth 
going hungry for, to be in the same house 
with one who was, perhaps, once as they are, 
but who has done as they will do, climb the 
ladder of endeavor to the top rung, labeled 
large ‘‘ Ambition’s Height.” 

Then, too, it is something to be seen going 
in or coming out of a first class hotel. It 
gives them, at least in their own imagination, 
a prestige that otherwise would not be theirs.

THE VISIONS OF THE PRACTICAL. 
An age of visions has come to the va!- 
ley of the Mississippi. Men are dream- 
ing dreams and, awakening, are cherish- 
ing them as possibilities, men with short 
hair and practical capabilities, men who 
ten years ago might have been called 
unimaginative. 

The idealist who found no attentive 
ears is called into the councils of the 
practical. A leaven of almost romantic 
idealism has been at work, unobserved, 
but with the sureness of strong, lusty 
bacilli. 

Observe Gov. Deneen of Illinois at the 
waterways conference in Washington 
arguing for a system of canalization ‘n 
this state to connect every river with barge 
channele—the highways of an interurban 
trade—picturing the state as an inland 
Holland, describing tentative plans for 
2,000 miles of canals available to mimes, 
farms, and the commerce of towns, 

Observe the business men of Chicago 
planning to cut and slice through the 
vitals of the city, to tear down build- 
ings for boulevards, wharfs for river 
promenades, to carry the river itself out 
of its course, to fill it up where it inter- 
feres with propér development, projecting 
a grand opera house here and a mag- 
nificent pleasure ground there, dreaming 
of a city perfect in its proportions an‘ 
complete in its details. 

Observe the men all down the valley, 
seeing visions of their ship cana), of the 
reclamation of millions of acres of sub- 
merged, and swamp lands, of the harnesy- 
ing of wasted water power and the util- 
ization of uaclaimed resources. 

They are the visions of the practical 
and the dreams of level headed men, 
seéking sightliness and beauty on the one 
hand and the economy of wealth on the 
other. The spirit which induced Paris 
to put hundreds of millions into civic im- 
provements has beet transferred into the 
regions of the lakes and of the great 
Mississippi valley. 

It is a revelation in what has been re- 
garded as a prosaic age and the imag- 
itiation which sees these things, probably 
far away in the possibility of their a> 
complishment, is the imagination of busi- 
néss men and elective officials. 

Artists and poets have dreamed anid 
seen visions, but the pulse of this com- 
ing age of idealism beats in the arms ef 
builders. 


NEW HOTELS. 

The announcement that another new 
hotel soon will take the place of the Sher- 
man house is one of interest to the people 
of the “‘ convention city,” the “ great cen- 
tral market,” or whatever title is most 
approved for Ohicago. It indicates that 
men .of means are wide awake to the 
needs of the city as well as to the possi- 
bilities of the hotel business here. 

Thousands of citizens and sightseers 
have watched the almost magical growth 
of a great steel frame which is to house 
one new hotel in the heart of Chicago. 
Many others, riding or walking along 
Michigan avenue, have noted the work 
wpon ‘another. These two, when com- 
pleted, will make substantial additions to 
the facilities of the city for entertaining 
visitors, whether they are convention dele- 
gates, sightseers, buyers from other cities 
and towns, or part of the ceaseless tide 
of travel which passes through the gate- 
way of the west. 

There have been criticisms of Chicago's 
hotel accommodations in days gone by. 
The great advances that have been made 
and are now making will put an end to 
such compldints in the future. If, -for a 
time, the hotels did not keep pace with 
the development of the city in population 
and in importance, the indications are 
that such a state of things is not to be 
found a year or two hence. The move- 
ment in the direction of more hotels and 
better ones is only one of many signs of 
steady growth in Chicago.

A HOME FOR OPERA. 

New York City has now two opera 
houses, both in full swing and Aloing a 
good business. A palatial home for opere | 
was dedicated recently in Philadelphia, 
and that, too, is doing a good business 
upon the same lines as the New York 
houses. A few days ago the formal cere- 
mony of laying the corner stone of Bos- 
ton’s special structure for grand opera 
took place. The Boston house, like those 
in Philadelphia and New York, has been 
guaranteed financial support by stock- 
holders and by moneyed men. 

These facts bring up the old, old ques- 
tion why Chicago remains so long with- 
out an opera house. It had one once 
when it was not nearly so able to support 
it as it is now, and it was not strpassed 
by any in the country. It fell a victim to 
the fiery fury of 1871. Then the Audi- 
torium took its place, and it was dedi- 
cated as the home of grand opera with 
the formal recognition of municipal, state, 
and national officials, among them the 
president of these United States. But 
the Auditorium has deviated far from its 
original purposes. It is not too late, how- 
ever, to restore it to the uses for which 
it was dedicated. If that cannot be done, 
then why should Chigago remain longer 
without a special home for grand opera? 
Lhe signs ‘tre not wanting that the time 
is speedily coming when a regular sea- 
son of opera will be an annual event in 
all of our large cities, and thete are pre- 
liminary negotiations pending, the details 
of which are not yet sufficiently advanced 
to be described, which, if they are ma- 
tured, will include Chicago as one of those 
cities. 

But to have opera regularly established 
here it must have its regular home, and 
that home must be something better than 
an upprepossessing octagon. 

Chicago already has its regular orches- 
tral home, donated by its people in the 
cause of the higher music. Therein it 
has the advantage of all the other large 
cities except Boston, but even there the 
possession of the home depends upon 
one individual. BPnjoying the permanent 
ownership and endowment of an orches- 
tral home, why should not Chicago also 
enjoy a similarly constituted home for 
opera ?

United States, in joining with Eng- 
land in bri pressure to bear upon King 
Leopold, that the latter has been compelled 
to surrender his autocratic sovereignty and 
his virtual ownership of the Congo Free 
State to the Belgian nation and to its re- 
sponsible constitutional government.

Had it not been for the restraining [n- 


tary of state, the president would, it is 
asserted, have come out flatfooted in one 
of his characteristically vigorous denuncia- 
tions of Leopold's rule of the Free State 
and of the atrocities perpetrated in his 
name and by his officials and agents several 
years ago. It is declared that, although 
Secretary Hay was in full sympathy with 
the feelings that prompted the president 
and was quite as horror struck as the lat- 
ter by the authoritative recital of the 
cruelties perpetrated upon the unfortunate 
Congolese, yet that he felt that the United 
States government should refrain from tak- 
ing any official action without clear evidence 
of popular sentiment in America, and popu- 
lar sentiment here was not at that time 
so pronounced about the matter as it be- 
came later ‘on. Hay argued that in such 
an affair as this, in which the United States 
was not directly concerned, the president 
should have the backing of public feeling 
before taking action, even in the form of 
an official announcement of his views. This 
backing the administration undoubtedly did 
have when it eventually moved, and, by the 
support which it gave to England, put an 
end to one of the most cruel and rapacious 
forms of absolute monarchy of modern 
Christendom.

Countess Jean de Castellane is the widow 
of the late Prince Charles of Fuerstenberg, 
and a number of German, Austrian, and 
French newspapers which should have 
known better have been publishing foolish 
stories to the effect that she had recently 
been staying at Donaueschingen with the 
kaiser and that she was his political Egeria, 
urging him to adopt reactionary measures 
and responsible for everything of a reaction- 
ary character ascribed to him. But the lady 
in question—namely: the widow of Prince 
Charles Fuerstenberg, has not set foot in 
Donaueschingen since the death of her hus- 
band twelve years ago. She is on terms 
with his cousin and successor that can only 
be ascribed as most strained, and the prince 
himself is the authority for the assertion 
that so far from her knowing the emperor 
well she only saw him once or twice during 
the early days of her first marriage, prior 
to her first husband's sensational quarrel 
with the kaiser, and that she has never seen 
him since. Moreover, all her relations with 
the court of Berlin have ceased since she 
took up her residence at Paris, after her 
marriage to Count Jean de CastelHane in 
1888. Of course she knew the kaiser as a 
young girl prior to her first marriage, for 
she is a daughter of the late Duc de Talley- 
rand-Perigord, who was such a friend of the 
old Empress Augusta, is a half-sister of the 
present paretic duke, and an aunt therefore 
of the Prince de Sagan and of his wife, 
Anna Gould.

Americans visiting England should be ex- 
ceedingly chary about accepting invitations 
to shooting parties. For nowhere, not even 
in the hunting fleld, is the etiquette so strict 
and so elaborate as at a battue, which is the 
usual method adopted of dealing with game 
at all great shooting parties, especially those 
where partridges and pheasants are con- 
cerned. Any violation of the ethics entails 
as much disfavor and ill will on the part of 
one’s host and of the other members of the 
house party as a breach of the most ele- 
mentary rules of good manners, and is 
enough to give the stranger a social black 
eye, no matter what his rank. In fact, it 
may lead to his being barred from all sorts 
of other shooting parties and to a boycott 
against him on the part of country houses, 


~~ 
It would take too long to enumerate here 
all the various requirements of “ good 
form” in the matter of shooting. But un- 
til they have been thoroughly mastered it 
is impolitic for a foreigner or an American 
to either accept invitations to shooting 
parties or to attempt to give any enter- 
tainments of this kind at country places 
which they may have leased. Of course 
many of these rules have been instituted 
with the object of lessening the risk of 
those accidents which are so constantly 
occurring at shooting parties, and never are 
they more rigidly enforced than when roy- 
alty happens to be present. They also have 
this advantage, that they constitute, after 
a fashion, a school of manners in an age 
which is disposed to be mannerless. Thus, 
the refusal to shoot a bird that will offer 
a better shot to a neighbor is a lesson of 
true courtesy, while the instantaneous se- 
lection of the right bird leads to displays 
of quickness and precision that recall the 
fencing school. When a covey of birds ap- 
proach it requires no end of skill for men 
standing near one another at the edge ofa 
wood to each at once be able to pick out 
his own birds without interfering with the 
others’ sport. Overtipping the head keeper 
for the sake of a good place, the yielding 
to the temptation of swinging a gun across 
the line of guns when one is in fear of the 
bird getting past, slow shooting, and fail- 
ure to unload the gun when going over or 
through a fence are among the scores of 
unpardonable sins, and if I mention these 
it is to show that the observance of the 
laws contributes to unselfish consideration 
for the feelings and the safety of others 
and to the maintenance of old fashioned, 
punctilious courtesy.

rank and great wealth who have been racing 
for years, spending enormous sums in the 
maintenance of first class racing stables and 
in the breeding of horses, are kept out of the 
club by the conservative element thereof. a 
man who did not keep racehorses. and eoald 
not therefore be described as a pillar of the 
turf, would have little chance of getting in.

FAITH AND FORMULA.” a

NE reason that means so lit- 
tle to many is that we have for @ 
long time been accustomed to think- 
ing of it from the wrong end; we have 


all what the quarrel was about, but, being 
told that they must defend the faith or be 
eternally damned they defended the faith, 
they paid their dues, and counted that they 
had performed their duties for religion. 

But opinion is no more religion than 4 
guide book is a journey. If you had a million 
copies of even so practical a code ag the ten 
commandments there would be less religion 
in the whole pile than in one little kindly 
deed done by one for another. We seem to 

think still that you can make a man religious 
by getting him to recite phrases of pious 
opinion. 

There are no meals in a cook book. Health 
is not the same thing as a doctor’s book. 
You cannot buy wisdom at a book store. 
Nourishment, health, wisdom are all the 
product of vital processes. They come 
through life. You may define all these in 
words, you may describe them in books, but 
the things themselves you can neither put 
into such forms nor get out of them. 

Religion is not the bible, nor the creed, nor 
the church. These are but its symbols, its 
descriptions, and guide books. It takes a 


| good deal more than faith in Baedeker to 


take a man to Italy; it takes something more 
than believing the bible to make a man re 
ligious. 

You can never make a child know that 
two and’ two are four by repeating that 
formula to him; he must somehow in his 
experience put this two and that two to- 
gether. Then addition becomes simple, de- 
lightful (because helpful), practical. The 
gravest difficulty in helping people to the 
religious life is that we are insisting on put- 
ting the formula before the experience. 

Let the definitions, the descriptions, the 
symbols of religion take care of themselves, 
Let every man express his views im his own 
way. His need is not some form of expres 
sion identical with al others; his need is to 
find by the actual! test of living, by practical] 
experience, that the religious way of life is 
the best, the most satisfactory, the most 
serviceable. 

Do not worry over the forms and symbols 
that others use. Get the fact, the great 
fact, that life has in it higher values than 
those of the beast and the burden bearer, 
that man is more than dust, that living for 
the good of all is the secret of finding all the 
good in life. Steadily reach out for the beat 
in Nfe and your religion will formulate itself 
a experience.

on the upper Nile, an edict rigorously clos- 
ing to all persons traveling for sport or pleas- 
ure the entire Bahr-el-Ghazal province, the 
province of Kordofan, south of a line con- 
necting Sherkeila, Rahad, Abu Heraz, Abu 
Zabut, Nahud, and El Odaiya, also the dis- 
tricts south and west of a line drawn from 
Nassur on the Sobat to Sading on the Khor 
Filus, thence to the mouth of the Zerat 
river, which steamers and boats may not 
enter, and thence to the western end of 
Lake No. 

Moreover, sportsmen and tourists are only 
permitted to land on either bank of the upper 
Nile north of Shambe and on the east bahk 
south of Shambe, as far as the boundary of 
Uganda, on the express understanding that 
they use their steamer or boat on the river 
ae their base and that they do not proceed 
more than a small day’s march inland from 
the river. The reason for this is that of late 
there has been a recrudescence of unrest 
among the natives of the provinces in ques- 
tion which has necessitated afmed expditions 
and that neither the Egyptian nor the Eng- 
lish government cares to assume the respon- 
sibility, under present conditions, for the 
safety of people traveling for sport or for 
pleasure in the proscribed districts, which 
embrace a considerable portion of the Su- 
dan. "4 
The danger of elther massacre or capture 
by disaffected natives and dervishes is suffi- 
ciently serious to lead the authorities to 
adopt rigorous measures to prevent its being 
unnecessarily incurred, all the more as an 
outrage of that kind would necessitate the 
organizatiog and dispatch of more armed 
expeditions to effect the release of the cap- 
tives or to punish their murderers. 

o> 

The orders given by Gen. Sir Reginald 
Wingate, thus barring, a considerable por- 
tion of the Sudan to sportsmen and tour- 
ists, form part and parcel to a decree in- 
stituting all sorts of new and strict regula- 


tions with regard to the admission of stran- 


gers to any portion of the Sudan whatso- 
ever. Thus, no one who fs not a government 
official connected with the Sudan admin- 
istration, or is not a bona fide resident of 
the Sudan, will be allowed to enter the huge 
dominion subject to the governor general 
without a permit. 

These permits, issued at Cairo, at Alexan- 
dria, and at the Red sea ports of the Su- 
dan, may be refused without any reason 
being assigned, must be shown on demand, 
failure to comply being visited with expul- 
sion and imprisonment. 

The aim of these precautions is to pre- 
vent the anti-British agitation, now ram- 
pant at Cairo and throughout the delta, from 
spreading to upper Egypt and to the Su- 
dan, where it might lead to another dervish 
insurrection such as that which wascrushed 
by Lord Kitchener at Omdurman just ten 
years ago. 

The extent to which the anti-English feel- 
ing prevails in lower Egypt received a 
rather startling illustration last month at 
the annual review of British troops held on 
the square in front of the palace of Abdeen 
at Cairo on the king’s birthday in the pres- 
ence of the khedive and of the English pleni- 
potentiary, Sir Eldon Gorst, when the cus- 
tomary cheers for Edward VII. were almost 
drowned by native shouts of “ Long live in- 
dependent Egypt!” Sir Reginald Wingate 
has a rfelatively smal) force at his dis- 
posal for the policing and coftrol of the 
Sudan and does not care to assume any 
risks. 

—~- 

It is somewhat unusual to find a civilized 
government thus barring whole provinces 
and entire countries to the admission of 
strangers, and the general public, which 
forgets the strictness with which the native 
Indian reservations of this continent were 
preserved from the intrusion of the white 
man, 4s accustomed to assume that this pol- 
icy of exclusion is peculiar to the dusky 
hued nations of Asia and to certain native 
states of Africa. The beginning of the nine- 
teenth century found China, Japan, Corea, 
Morocco, Tunis, Abyssinia, Siam, and Bur- 
ma, as well as many of the central Asian 
states, rigorously closed to the foreigner. 
Little by little the barriers thus raised 
against the white races have been removed, 
Japan, China, and Corea have all aban- 
doned their policy of exclusion and have in- 
augurated intercourse with the outer world; 
Tunis and Algeria have become French colo- 
nial dependencies, while Abyssinia now puts 
forward pretensions to be considered as a 
Christian civilized state, forming part and: 
parcel of the international postal union. 
Siam has not only opened its doors wide to 
the white man but has adopted many of his 
luxuries, and today we hear of automobiles 
being used by the score for religious Bud- 
dhist processions in the streets of Bangkok, 
while motor boats are employed for state 
pageants by the king and his court on the 
river Menam. 

Yet it would be a mistake to imagine from 
this that so-called “hermit states,” that 
is to say, countries entirely closed to the 
foreigner, have ceased to exist. Thibet re- 
mains just as much of a forbidden land as 
ever and although Lord Curzon managed 
while vicetoy of India to send an English 
mission that, in the face of untold difficul- 
ties and almost insuperable obstacles, forced 
its way into the sacred and mysterious city 
of Lhassa, yet Great Britain has today com- 
bined with China and with Russia to close 
once more the doors of Thibet to the outer 
world. Indeed, the country is barred more 
strictly than ever. For whereas formerly 
the adventurous explorer who sought to lay 
bare the geographical secrets of Thibet could 
count upon the good will and assistance of 
the English and Muscovite governments, he 
now finds them united with the Chinese and 
the Thibetans in keeping him out of the 
forbidden land. Even Sven Hedin, the fa- 
mous Swedish explorer who has just brought 
back to the civilized world the rich fruits 
of his latest journeys in Thibet—namely: the 
discovery of the sources of the Brahmapu- 
tra and of the hitherto undreamt of existence 
of a double and triple range of gigantic 
mountains running parallel and immediate- 
ly to the rear of the Himalayas, discoveries 
of priceless value to Great Britain—was pre- 
vented by the Indian government from en- 
tering Thibet from English territory and 
was forced, at no end of risk and expense, to 
enter it from the north. 

England also denies entrance from her ter- 
ritory to Afghanistan to all white men, no 
matter whether English or foreigners, un- 
less they have previously received a special 
permit from the ameer, which is only rare- 
ly granted. Russia finds it judicious to 
prevent the access of foreigners to the domin- 
ions of several of the rulers of central Asia 
subject to her suzerainty, and Iiikewise de- 
vises effective means of closing that particu- 
lar half of Persia which she regards as her 
sphere, to all foreigners whom she had not 
provided with special permits.

Trials of the Man: 
“Ahead of the Show.”’ 


“Tt’s a great game—but the man ahéad of 
a show is one of the most abused and tra- 
duced of mortals,” declared a veteran “ ad- 
vance man’ apropos of a query as to how 
they enjoyed life. ‘Sometimes we get it 
from both sides and the middle, too—all at 
one and the same time. The general public 
won't believe us under oath; the manager 
won't believe us when we try to explain our 


expense account—dnd if we show up in a tow 


where we are known, we are liable to be 
branded as gold brick artists or three shell 
manipulators. 

‘It’s a great Hfe—and most of those who 
are in it get the limit of enjoyment therefrom. 
You see, it’s mostly ups. and downs ''—and 


-here the veteran paused to emphasize lavish- 


ly the slow rise and the precipitougdescent 
by means of gestures. “ We get so used to 
the elevator move that when we hit a real 
metropolitan burg where they have ‘lifts’ 
in buildings, we alWays walk upstairs and 
then come down in the car: just to keep in 
practice. The public at large calls ug ‘ press 
agents’; we call ourselves ‘advance men,’ 
while the manager and the troupe whaqse 
merits we herald so lavishly and in such 
florid terms refer to us generally ase ‘the 
chump ahead of us.’ Sometimes in @ spirit 
of generosity we are referred to as ‘ men.’ 
“Yousee, there are al) kinds of advancemen 
just the same as there are all kinds of shows 
—good and bad. Sometimes a good man will 
be heading a ‘ten-twent-thirt’ outfit and 
working his head off to keep up with his repu- 
tation. Some other fellow’ who-has just 
broken into the publicity. pushing game will 
land with a good company, playing nothing 
but week stands, and Will sit around a theater 
office and do nothing but tell how good he is. 
Of course, that’s only preliminary practice 
in the hot air game—but for the benefit of the 
fellows who have gone through their baptism 
of experience with a ‘ fly by night’ ontfit for 
a half dozen seasons we should havea union.

“It's with the ‘fly by night’ outfits that 
the advance man is made to loop the loop 
and sometimes jump the gap. Most of the 
real live experiences in that line are fading 
away now and the fellow with the ready 
tongue and the trunk full of lithograph paper 
and a pocketful of ‘comps’ “for obliging 
ruralites who will.let him paste the afore- 
said lithographs in a store window or on the 
side of a building are given a chance to sleep 
a few hours at a stretch on something be- 
sides a moving train. 

*“* Even the one night stand companies are’ 
routed through the big syndicate houses now 
and the advance man can stick almost solely 
to the publicity game. The new method 
nowadays, where each member of the com- 
pany gets his or her salary and railroad fare 
and must pay for his own hotel accommo 
dations, has also taken off the advance man’s 
shoulders the task.of ‘conning’ some rura)- 
istic but fully sophisticated hotelkeeper into 
givin the. company beds and meals.

When the stage loses its effect. of wonder- 
land for the ciaaes it isa simple mat- 
ter ta get back to this point of view by mak- 
ing &m excursion among stage Ne gO 
From behind the scenes it immediately 
comes ‘‘topsy turvy” lend, in which ibe 
sense of values is inverted as they would be 
to the “ Man from Mars.” Weights and 
geometrical proportions particularly. take 
on strange antics, the weights shrinking 
or increasing as if the tings. really did get 
their law of gravity from, some other planet. 

To go into a room whichappears to be. 
well and substantially furnished and see a 


_man suddenly pick up a piano single handed, 


put it on hip shoulder, and walk off with it 
is one of the astonishments possible to the 
person who is observing things from behind 
the scenes. He may be seen. to do the same 
with a massive looking white marble mantel, 
although this last feat is more common. 
There may be trees scattered about in the 
setting, and these are as queer (and may 
act like) the beanstalk that grew into a tree, 
especially if they are trees that are to be 
used In any way in the “ business.” With 
the effect of shade and moss and bark from 
the front, the trunk at the back often will 
disclose a hollow filled with Httle shelves 
like a cupboard. When the curtain. goes up 


the scene discloses a maiden sitting up among. 
the branches, and the little cupboard shelves’ 


are the steps by which she gets up. -When 
it. !s a spreading and branching affair, and 
especially if it ie set upon a small stage, the 
person kehind the scenes will see it sudden-_ 
ly go up like the bean stalk when the scene 
is shifted. It is hauled up with a pulley, ai- 
though it is first taken to pieces. At the 
end of the act the scene shifters rush in’and 
litt each heavy branch literally cet of its 
socket, where it had been made fast by means 
of a clamp. 

This is the way of managing on an ex- 
tremely small stage, but on an extra large 
one where there is need to change the scene 
quickly the whole scene will be set high 
above in the files. This will be let down 
by machinery as soon as the one in use is 
finished, and this, too, will be drawn up in 
the same way, floor and all, as an unsus- 
pecting little artist who was sent to sketch 
a great prima donna founéd to his astonish- 
ment. He “ only sat down to wait a minute 
on a bundle of gid stuff,”’ as he expressed it, 
when he suddenly found himself moving and 
already tem feet In the air. 

There are some things that can be walked 
upon and.some that. can be taken hold of 
,and others that must not be touched if you 
explore the ‘ behind-the-ecenes-topsey- 
turvey-world.” You may walk up the stone 
steps, but- may not lean over on the 
stone balustrade, or fall against it. This 
latter is made of canvas stretched over light 
wooden frames, while the steps are substan- 
tial wooden ones also covered with canvas 
painted to look like stone. 

What seems like a stunning touring car has 
ts “ best side.” Painted sheet iron forms 
the side which is turned te the audience, 
while walking around the back the illusion 
disappears in a dismal frame work of wood. 
The wheels which have the look of being 
fitted with the most massive of rubber tires 

re really wagon wheels cut down and fin- 

shed with naavy Weetse rte sated to 
‘look like rubber.

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The keynote back of the scene is the mixt- 
ure everywhere of the real and imitation as 
ls shown in the lamps and headlights on the 


auto, which are real and substantial. The 


litth pagoda or tea shop in Chinatown, for 
Instance, will be made of scenery, but the 
rolled curtain which is run up and down at 
the front window is real. Also the lanterns, 
the awnings, and the dolls, and other mer- 
chandise which Htter up the booth. 

Everything behind the scenes belongs to 
one of four divisions, scenery, propertics, 
wardrobes, or electricity and lighting. The 
foundation of scenery is canvas over ie 
wood and the keynote of “ properties,” is 
papier maché.

Often there is a bronze statue or a strange 
quedruped needed in a show which cannot 
be found or bought. Even the patterns for 
it has to be taken from pictures and it is 
here that the preperty man works first with 
a clay model, then with a plaster cast. This 
ig made in sections and filled with a pulp 
of paper mixture and “ baked” In a toom 
raised to high temperature. 

The furniture for a show in these days is 
usually real furniture, and especially in a 
comic Opera production the property man has 
enough to do to furnish the “ fregks.” But 
there used to be a property man at the old 
Nationa) theater in Washington who could 
make any article of furniture that had ever 
been seen in a furniture shop out of his paper 
mixture. A standard lamp, «@ a 
piano, or a whole set of furniture all were 
made so entirely without tawdry effect that 
no one in the audience could gueass that they 
were imitations. And in this theater ft was 
a common sight to see even a grand piano 
lifted up by one man and carried off the stage, 

Sometimes real furniture is made to special 
order. Im one show the rattan tables had to 
be made especially over iron braces to stand 
the strain of the chorus girls who dance on 
therm and yet they appear to be only the 
lighteet of design.
